ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  GYPSY  MOTH  AND 
BROWN-TAIL  MOTH  QUARANTINE  (NO.  45) 

GYPSY  MOTH  AND  BROWN-TAIL  MOTH  QUARANTINE  REVISED 

(Press  notice) 

October  5,  1945. 

The  gypsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  quarantine  and  regulations  have  been 
revised  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  efEective  October  10, 
so  as  to  add  to  the  regulated  area  part  of  eastern  New  York,  additional  areas  of 
Connecticut  and  Vermont,  and  that  part  of  Massachusetts  not  heretofore  included 
in  the  regulated  area. 
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The  area  now  under  regulation  includes  all  of  the  States  of  Massachusetts  and 
Rhode  Island  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  New 
York,  and  Vermont.  The  larvae  of  the  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths  are  defoliat- 
ing insects,  injurious  to  many  forest  and  shade  trees. 

The  additional  areas  are  to  be  known  as  the  "suppressive  area."  This  revision 
redefines  as  "generally  infested"  the  old  regulated  area  formerly  classified  as 
"lightly"  and  "generally"  infested,  thus  eliminating  the  classification  of  "lightly 
infested  area."  The  new  regulations  also  redefine  the  boundary  of  the  area 
regulated  on  account  of  the  brown-tail  moth  to  coincide  with  the  generally  in- 
fested gypsy  moth  area. 

The  unauthorized  movement  of  live  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths  in  any  stage 
of  development  is  prohibited,  and  for  this  purpose  the  quarantine  provides  for 
the  inspection  of  any  article  or  thing  suspected  of  being  infested,  and,  if  found 
infested,  to  prevent  their  interstate  movement  until  freed  of  infestation. 

Changes  also  have  been  made  in  the  phraseology  and  arrangement  of  the  regu- 
lations, but  these  do  not  modify  the  protection  from  spread  of  infestation  through 
the  movement  of  articles  which  may  carry  these  pests.

GYPSY  MOTH  AND  BROWN-TAIL  MOTH  QUARANTINE 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

The  principal  changes  made  by  this  revision  of  the  quarantine  and  regulations 
are  (1)  to  redefine  as  "generally  infested"  the  regulated  area  formerly  classified 
as  "lightly"  and  "generally"  infested,  thus  eliminating  the  classification  of  "light- 
ly infested  area"  ;  (2)  to  add  to  the  regulated  area  part  of  eastern  New  York,  ad- 
ditional areas  of  Connecticut  and  Vermont,  and  that  part  of  Massachusetts  not 
heretofore  included  in  the  regulated  area,  these  additional  areas  to  be  known  as 
the  "suppressive  area";  (3)  to  redefine  the  boundary  of  the  area  regulated  on 
account  of  the  brown-tail  moth;  and  (4)  to  prohibit  the  unauthorized  movement 
of  live  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths  in  any  stage  of  development,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose, to  provide  for  inspection  of  articles  not  listed  as  regulated  and,  if  found 
infested,  to  prevent  their  interstate  movement  until  freed  of  infestation. 

Notice  of  Determination  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 

Authority:  §§  301.45  to  301.45-10,  Inclusive,  are  issued  under  section  8  of  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended,  37  Stat.  318,  39  Stat.  1165,  44  Stat.  250  : 
7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed.  161,  and  the  Insect  Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905  ;  7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed. 
141,  143. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  further  to 
revise  the  gj^psy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  quarantine  and  regulations  supple- 
mental thereto,  which  were  last  revised  effective  September  29,  1938,  in  order  to 
place  under  regulation  part  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  to  extend  the  regulated 
area  in  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  and  Vermont  due  to  the  dis- 
covery of  substantial  infestations  of  the  gypsy  moth  therein ;  and  to  incorporate 
into  the  quarantine  and  regulations,  additional  modifications  as  hereinafter 
set  forth.  The  quarantine  and  regulations  are  therefore  hereby  revised  to  read 
as  follows : 

Gypsy  Moth  and  Brown-Tail  Moth  Quarantine 
(quarantine  no.  45) 

§  301.45.  Notice  of  quarantine. — Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8 
Of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended,  and  having  held  the 
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public  hearing  required  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  quarantines 
the  States  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  New  York, 
Rhode  Island,  and  Vermont,  and  under  authority  contained  in  the  aforesaid 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  and  tlie  Insect  Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905,  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  prescribes  regulations  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  gypsy  moth 
(Porthetria  dispar  L.)  and  the  brown-tail  moth  {Nygmia  phaeorrhoea  Donov.), 
injurious  insects  of  foreign  origin  not  widely  distributed  within  and  throughout 
the  United  States.  Hereafter  the  following  articles  shall  not  be  transported  by 
any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  from  any  quarantined  State  into  or  through  any 
other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States,  under  conditions  other 
than  those  prescribed  herein  or  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto,  viz:  (a) 
Live  gypsy  moths  or  brown-tail  moths  in  any  stage  of  development;  (b)  trees, 
shrubs,  plants,  and  vines,  both  deciduous  and  evergreen,  ha,ving  persistent  woody 
stems,  and  parts  thereof,  including  Christmas  trees;  (c)  timber  products;  (d) 
stone  and  quarr-y  products;  and  (e)  any  other  commodities  or  articles  when 
found  on  inspection  to  be  infested  with  the  aforesaid  insects  in  any  of  their 
stages :  Provided,  That  the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  regulations 
supplemental  hereto  may  be  limited  to  such  areas,  within  the  quarantined  States, 
as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as 
regulated  areas,  adequate,  in  his  judgment,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  gypsy 
and  brown-tail  moths,  except  that  any  such  limitation  shall  be  conditioned  upon 
the  affected  State  or  States  providing  for  and  enforcing  the  control  of  the  intra- 
state movement  of  the  regulated  articles  under  the  conditions  which  apply  to 
their  interstate  movement  under  provisions  of  the  Federal  quarantine  regula- 
tions, currently  existing;  and  upon  their  enforcing  such  control  and  sanitation 
measures  with  respect  to  such  areas  or  portions  thereof  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  intrastate 
spread  therefrom  of  the  said  insect  infestations :  And  provided  further.  That 
whenever,  in  any  year,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quar- 
antine shall  find  that  facts  exist  as  to  the  pest  risk  involved  in  the  movement  of 
one  or  more  of  the  articles  to  which  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto  apply, 
making  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making  less  stringent,  the  restrictions  contained  in 
any  such  regulation,  he  shall  set  forth  and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative 
instructions,  specifying  the  manner  in  which  the  applicable  regulation  will  be 
made  less  stringent,  whereupon  such  modification  shall  become  effective,  for  such 
period  and  for  such  regulated  area  or  portion  thereof  as  shall  be  specified  in  said 
administrative  instructions,  and  every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  give 
publicity  to  such  administrative  instructions  throughout  the  affected  areas. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

meaning  of  terms 

§  301.45-1.  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following 
words,  names,  and  terms  shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Gypsy  moth.— The  insect  known  as  the  gypsy  moth,  Porthetria  dispar  L., 
in  any  stage  of  development. 

(b)  Browm-tail  moth.— The  insect  known  as  the  brown-tail  moth,  Nygmia 
phaeorrhoea  Donov.  (formerly  referred  to  as  Eupro^tis  chrysorrhoea) ,  in  any 
stage  of  development. 

(c)  Infestation.— This  term  refers  to  the  presence  of  either  the  gypsy  moth 
or  the  brown-tail  moth. 

(d)  Regulated  area— Those  parts  of  the  quarantined  States  which  are  con- 
sidered to  be  infested  with  the  gypsy  moth  or  the  brown-tail  moth,  and  to  which 
these  regulations  apply. 

(e)  Suppressive  area.— That  part  of  the  regulated  area  on  the  western  periph- 
ery m  which  suppressive  measures  are  cooperatively  carried  out  with  the  objec- 
tive of  eradicating  infestations  in  this  area. 

(f )  Inspector.— An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(g)  Moved,  movement. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier, 
received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  trans- 
ported, moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  or  between  the  regulated  parts  of 
quarantined  States  into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District. 

(h)  Certificate. — A  valid  form  certifying  the  eligibility  of  products  for  inter- 
state movement  under  the  requirements  of  these  regulations. 
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(i)  Limited  permit. — valid  form  authorizing  the  restricted  movement  of 
regulated  articles  from  a  regulated  area  to  a  specified  destination  for  specified 
processing,  handling,  or  utilization. 

(j)  Dealer-carrier  permit  agreement. — An  approved  document  executed  by 
persons  or  firms  covering  the  restricted  movement,  processing,  handling,  or  utili- 
zation of  regulated  articles  not  eligible  for  certification  for  interstate  movement.

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Subdivision  of  Areas 

The  above  regulated  area  is  divided  into  three  parts  classified  as  (a)  the 
suppressive  area,  (b)  the  generally  infested  area,  and  (c)  the  brown-tail  moth 
area.    These  areas  are  delined  as  follows : 

(a)  The  suppressive  area  (new  area  placed  under  regulation)  : 
Connecticut. — Towns  of  Canaan,  Cornwall,  Goshen,  Kent,  Litchfield,  Morris,

and  the  city  of  Hudson  ;  towns  of  Amenia,  Northeast,  and  Pine  Plains,  in  Dutchess 
County;  towns  of  Chesterfield,  Crown  Point,  Essex,  Moriah,  Ticonderoga,  West- 
port,  and  Willsboro,  in  Essex  County ;  towns  of  Broadalbin,  Johnstown,  Mayfield, 
Northampton,  and  Perth,  and  the  cities  of  Gloversville  and  Johnstown,  in  Fulton 
County;  towns  of  Coxsackie  and  New  Baltimore,  in  Greene  County ;  towns  of 
Amsterdam,  Florida,  Glen,  and  Mohawk,  and  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  in  Mont- 
gomery County;  and  the  towns  of  Bolton,  Caldwell,  Hague,  Luzerne,  Queens- 
bury,  Stony  Creek,  Thurman,  and  Warrensburg,  and  the  city  of  Glens  Falls,  in 
Warren  County. 

Vermont. — County  of  Addison;  towns  of  Arlington,  Bennington,  Dorset,  Glas- 
tenbury,  iNIanchester,  Pownal,  Rupert,  Sandgate,  Shaftsbury,  Stamford,  Sunder- 
land, and  Woodford,  in  Bennington  County;  towns  of  Buels  Gore,  Charlotte, 
Colchester,  Essex,  Hinesburg,  Huntington,  Jericho,  Richmond,  St.  George,  Shel- 
burne,  South  Burlington,  and  Williston,  and  the  cities  of  Burlington  and 
Winsooski,  in  Chittenden  County;  towns  of  Benson,  Brandon,  Castleton,  Chitten- 
den, Clarendon,  Danby,  Fair  Haven,  Hubbardton,  Ira,  Mendon,  Middletown 
Springs,  Pawlet,  Pittsford,  Poultney,  Proctor,  Rutland,  Sudbury,  Tinmouth,  Wells, 
West  Haven,  and  W^est  Rutland,  and  the  city  of  Rutland,  in  Rutland  County;  and 
the  towns  of  Fayston  and  Warren  in  Washington  County. 

(b)  Generally  infested  are<h:  All  the  remainder  of  the  regulated  area,  ex- 
elusive  of  the  suppressive  area  indicated  above,  constitutes  the  generally  infested 
area. 

(c)  Broim-tail  moth  area:  The  area  under  regulation  on  account  of  the  brown- 
tail  moth  is  the  same  as  that  classified  as  the  generally  infested  area. 

EEGHLATED  ARTICLES 

§301.45-3.  Articles  under  regulation. —  (a)  Prohibited  movement. — The  inter- 
state movement  of  living  gypsy  moths  or  brown-tail  moths,  in  any  stage  of 
development,  whether  moved  independently  or  in  connection  with  any  other 
articles,  is  prohibited,  except  as  provided  in  §  301.45-10  hereof. 

(b)  Regulated  movement. —  (1)  All  timber  products,  manufactured  or  un- 
manufactured, including  poles,  piles,  bark,  pulpwood,  lumber,  excelsior,  shavings, 
and  sawdust.  Manufactured  wood  products,  such  as  furniture,  containers,  and 
similar  articles,  except  when  maintained  under  conditions  of  exposure  to  in- 
festation, are  exempt  from  regulation. 

(2)  All  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  and  vines,  both  deciduous  and  evergreen,  having 
persistent  woody  stems,  and  parts  thereof,  including  Christmas  trees,  excepting 
seed  and  fruit  other  than  cones. 

(3)  Stone  and  quarry  products. 

(4)  Any  other  articles  when  found  on  inspection  to  be  infested  with  the  gypsy 
or  brown-tail  moths. 

CONDITIONS  OF  INTERSTATE  MOVEMENT 

§  301.45-4.  Conditions  governing  the  interstate  movement  of  regulated  ar- 
ticles.—  (a)  Movement  from  regulated  area. — Unless  exempted  by  administrative 
instructions  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  regu- 
lated articles  shall  not  be  moved  interstate  from  the  regulated  areas  to  or  through 
any  point  outside  thereof  unless  accompanied  by  a  valid  certificate  or  limited 
permit  issued  by  an  inspector  authorizing  such  movement. 

(b)  Marement  from  the  generally  infested  area  into  the  suppressive  area. — 
Unless  exempted  by  administrative  instructions  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  regulated  articles  shall  not  be  moved  inter- 
state from  the  generally  infested  area  into  the  suppressive  area  unless  accom- 
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panied  by  a  valid  certificate  or  limited  permit  isued  by  an  inspector  authorizing 
such  movement. 

(c)  Movement  interstate  deticeen  points  ivithin  the  suppressive  area. — The 
interstate  movement  of  regulated  articles  between  points  v^'ithin  the  suppressive 
area  may  be  regulated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine  on  his  finding  and  giving  notice  thereof,  in  administrative  instruc- 
tions, that  such  action  is  necessary  to  prevent  further  spread  of  infestation 
therein. 

CONDITIONS  GOVEKNING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  CERTIFICATES  AND  PERMITS 

§  301.45-5.  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  certificates  and  permits. — 
(a)  Certificates. — Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of 
regulated  articles  under  one  or  more  of  the  following  conditions :  (1)  When  they 
have  been  inspected  and  found  apparently  free  from  infestation;  (2)  when  they 
have  been  treated,  fumigated,  or  processed  by  approved  methods;  or  (3)  when 
they  have  been  grown,  produced,  manufactured,  stored,  or  handled  in  such  a 
manner  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  no  infestation  would  be  trans- 
mitted thereby :  Provided,  That  subsequent  to  certification,  the  regulated 
articles  will  be  loaded,  handled,  and  shipped  under  such  protection  and  safe- 
guards against  reinfestation  as  are  required  by  the  inspector. 

(b)  Limited  permits. — Limited  permits  may  be  issued  for  the  movement  of 
noncertified  regulated  articles  to  specified  destinations  for  specified  processing, 
handling,  or  utilization.  Persons  shipping,  transporting,  or  receiving  such  articles 
may  be  required  to  enter  into  written  dealer-carrier  permit  agreements  to  main- 
tain such  sanitation  safeguards  against  the  establishment  and  spread  of  in- 
festation and  to  comply  with  such  conditions  as  to  the  maintenance  of  identity, 
handling,  processing,  or  subsequent  movement  of  regulated  products  and  the 
cleaning  of  cars,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles  used  in  the  transportation  of  such 
articles  as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector.  Failure  to  comply  with  conditions 
of  the  agreement  will  result  in  its  cancellation. 

(c)  Cancellation  of  certificates  or  limited  permits. — Certificates  or  limited 
permits  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  by  the 
inspector  and  further  certification  refused  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  further 
use  of  such  certificates  or  permits  might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  infestation. 

AUTHORITY  TO  INSPECT,  AND  DISPOSITION  OF  SHIPMENTS 

§  301.45-6.  Inspection  and  disposition. — Any  car  or  other  conveyance,  any 
package  or  other  container,  and  any  article  or  thing,  to  be  moved,  which  is  moving, 
or  which  has  been  moved  interstate  from  the  regulated  area,  which  contains,  or 
which  the  inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  may  contain,  infestations  of 
the  gypsy  moth  or  brown-tail  moth,  or  articles  or  things  regulated  under  this 
quarantine,  may  be  examined  by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place.  When  articles 
or  things  are  found  to  be  moving  or  to  have  been  moved  interstate  in  violation  of 
these  regulations,  the  inspector  may  take  such  action  as  he  deems  necessary  to 
eliminate  the  danger  of  dissemination  of  either  the  gypsy  moth  or  brown-tail 
moth.  If  found  to  be  infested  such  articles  or  things  must  be  freed  of  infestation 
without  cost  to  the  Government,  except  that  for  inspection  and  supervision. 

PROCEDURE  FOE  APPLICANTS 

§  301.45-7  Assemlily  of  regulated  articles  for  inspection. — Persons  intending 
to  move  interstate  any  of  the  articles  covered  by  these  regulations  shall  make 
application  for  certification  as  far  in  advance  as  possible  and  will  be  required  to 
prepare  and  assemble  materials  at  such  points  and  in  such  manner  as  the  inspec- 
tor shall  designate,  so  that  thorough  inspection  may  be  made,  or  approved  treat- 
ments applied.  Articles  to  be  inspected  as  a  basis  for  certification  must  be  free 
from  matter  which  makes  inspection  impracticable. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  not  be  responsible  for  any 
cost  incident  to  inspection,  treatment,  or  certification  other  than  the  services  of 
the  inspector. 

MARKING  REQUIREMENTS 

§  301.45-8.  Marking. — Every  container  of  regulated  articles  intended  for  inter- 
state movement  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  when  offered  for  shipment, 
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and  shall  have  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof  a  valid  certificate  (or 
limited  permit)  issued  in  compliance  with  these  regulations:  Provided,  That 
(1)  for  lot  freight  shipments,  other  than  by  road  vehicle,  one  certificate  may  be 
attached  to  one  of  the  containers  and  another  to  the  waybill,  and  for  carlot 
freight  or  express  shipments,  either  in  containers  or  in  bulk,  a  certificate  need  be 
attached  to  the  waybill  only  and  a  placard  to  the  outside  of  the  car,  showing  the 
number  of  the  certificate  accompanying  the  waybill;  (2)  for  movement  by  road 
vehicle,  the  certificate  shall  accompany  the  vehicle  and  be  surrendered  to  consignee 
upon  delivery  of  shipment. 

CLE-\NING  OF  VEHICIaES 

§  301.45-9.  Cleaning  of  freight  cars,  fruclcs,  T)oats,  and  other  vehicles  and  con- 
tainers.— When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  a  hazard  of  spread  of  infestation 
is  present,  thorough  cleaning  of  freight  cars,  other  conveyances,  and  containers 
may  be  required  before  or  after  movement  interstate  to  points  outside  the  regu- 
lated areas. 

REGULATED-  ARTICLES  FOR  EXPERIMENTAL  AND  SOIENTIFIO  PURPOSES 

§  301.45-10.  Shipments  for  experimental  and  scientific  purposes. — Regulated 
articles  may  be  moved  interstate  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes,  on  such 
conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  container  of  articles  so  moved 
shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an  identifying  tag  issued  by 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

This  revision  of  the  quarantine  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
October  10,  1945,  and  shall  supersede  the  quarantine  and  regulations  promulgated 
September  28,  1938.

exceeding  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.

QUARANTINE  (NO.  64) 

MEXICAN  FRUITFLY  QUARANTINE  AND  REGULATIONS  REVISED 

(Press  notice) 

November  23,  1945. 

The  Mexican  frnitfly  quarantine  and  regulations  have  been  revised  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  effective  November  26,  to  provide 
for  removing  permit  requirements  for  that  part  of  any  year  during  which 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  finds  that,  be- 
cause of  absence  of  infestations,  such  requirements  are  not  necessary  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  fly. 

Removal  of  the  permit  requirements  may  be  applied  to  all  or  part  of  the 
regulated  area,  depending  upon  conditions.  The  revision  provides  a  way  to 
lessen  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  without  increasing  the  risk  of  spread 
of  the  pest.  Many  years  of  inspections  and  investigations  have  shown  that 
infestations  of  this  fruitfly  do  not  occur  in  the  regulated  area  until  adults  have 
moved  into  the  area  from  the  south  where  continuous  infestations  occur. 
Intensive  inspections  will  be  conducted  to  determine  when  infestations  develop 
which  make  it  necessary  to  require  permits. 

The  revision  provides  that  no  modification  of  the  permit  requirements  may 
be  made  without  administrative  instructions  by  /the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  Certain  minor  changes  in  the  phraseology 
of  the  quarantine  and  regulations  have  also  been  made  in  connection  with 
this  revision. 

The  area  now  under  regulation  by  this  quarantine  comprises  the  entire 
Texas  counties  of  Brooks,  Cameron,  Dimmit,  Hidalgo,  LaSalle,  Webb,  and 
Willacy,  and  part  of  the  county  of  Jim  Wells.

The  following  revision  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly  quarantine  and  regulations 
provides  for  eliminating  the  use  of  permits  for  part  or  all  of  the  regulated 
area  or  of  the  regulated  fruits  for  a  part  of  any  year  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  when  he  has  determined  that 
natural  conditions  exist  with  respect  to  designated  areas  or  host  fruits  which 
have  eliminated  the  risk  of  infestation  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly  in  any  stage 
of  development,  and  when  he  has  given  notice  thereof  in  administrative  in- 
structions.  This  revision  also  makes  other  minor  modifications. 

B.  E.  P.  Q.  472  as  revised  effective  September  25,  1941,  specifying  the  type 
of  sterilization  treatments  that  are  authorized  remains  in  effect.

Authority:  §§  301.64  to  301.64-7,  inclusive,  are  issued  under  section  8  of  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended,  37  Stat.  318,  39  Stat.  1165,  44  Stat.  250  ; 
7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed.  161. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  further 
to  revise  the  Mexican  fruitfly  quarantine  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto 
which  were  last  revised  effective  July  3,  1944,  7  C.  P.  R.,  1944  Supp.,  301.64; 
B.  E.  P.  Q. — Q.  64,  in  order  to  modify  the  permit  requirements.  The  quarantine 
and  regulations  are  therefore  hereby  revised  to  read  as  follows : 

Mexican  Feuitfly  Quaeantine 

(QUAEANTINE  no.  64) 

§  301.64.  Notice  of  Quarantine. — Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended,  and  having  held 
the  public  hearing  required  thereunder  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  quarantines 
the  State  of  Texas  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly  (Anastrepha 
ludens  (Loew) ).  Hereafter  no  fruits  of  any  variety  shall  be  moved  by  any  per- 
son, firm,  or  corporation  from  the  said  quarantined  State  into  or  through  any  other 
State,  or  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States  under  conditions  other 
than  prescribed  herein  or  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto  :  Provided,  That 
the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto  or  modifications  thereof  as  hereinafter  provided,  may  be  limited  to  the 
areas  in  the  State  of  Texas  now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  designated  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas,  except  that  any  such  limitation 
shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  said  State  providing  for  and  enforcing  the  control 
of  the  intrastate  movement  of  host  fruits  from  such  areas  under  conditions  which 
apply  to  their  interstate  movement  under  provisions  of  the  Federal  quarantine 
regulations  currently  existing,  and  upon  their  enforcing  such  control  and  sanitation 
measures  with  respect  to  such  areas  or  portions  thereof,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  intrastate 
spread  therefrom  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly:  Provided  further,  That,  except  as  to 
extension  or  reduction  of  the  regulated  areas,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomol- 
ogy and  Plant  Quarantine  may  modify  by  making  less  stringent  through  adminis- 
trative instructions  any  of  the  restrictions  of  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto 
when  in  his  judgment  such  action  may  be  taken  without  risk  of  spread  of  the 
Mexican  fruitfly. 

Rules  and  Regulations 
meaning  of  teems 

§  301.64-1.  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  the  following 
words  shall  be  construed  respectively  to  mean : 

(a)  Mexican  fruitfly. — The  insect  known  as  the  Mexican  fruitfly  (Anastrepha 
ludens  (Loew) )  in  any  stage  of  development. 

(b)  Regulated  areas. — The  areas  in  the  State  of  Texas  now,  or  which  may  here- 
after be,  designated  as  such  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  §  301.64  as  revised. 

(c)  Host  fruits. — Fruits  susceptible  to  infestation  by  the  Mexican  fruitfly, 
namely,  mangoes,  sapotas  (including  sapodillas  and  the  fruit  of  all  members  of 
the  family  Sapot^ceae  and  of  the  genus  Casimiroa  and  all  other  fruits  com- 
monly called  sapotas  or  sapotes),  peaches,  guavas,  apples,  pears,  plums,  quinces, 
apricots,  mameys,  ciruelas,  fruits  of  species  of  the  genus  Sargentia,  and  all  citrus 
fruits  except  lemons  and  sour  limes,  together  with  any  other  fruits  which  may 
later  be  determined  as  susceptible. 

(d)  Harvesting  season. — A  period  during  which  host  fruits  are  permitted  to  be 
harvested  for  movement  interstate. 

(e)  Host-free  period. — A  period  during  which  no  mature  host  fruits  are  pro- 
duced or  permitted  to  exist  within  the  regulated  area  except  as  provided  in  these 
regulations  or  under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomol- 
ogy and  Plant  Quarantine. 

(f )  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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(g)  Moved  interstate. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  re- 
ceived for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  trans- 
ported, moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  the  area  designated  as  regulated  in 
the  State  of  Texas  into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District. 

(h)  Pennifs — (1)  Shipping  permits. — Documents,  issued  by  nn  inspector,  au- 
thorizing interstate  movement  of  regulated  articles. 

(2)  Master  permit. — A  document,  issued  by  an  inspector,  which  must  accom- 
pany every  shipment  of  six  or  more  containers  of  certified  citrus  fruits  in  addition 
to  the  shipping  permits. 

(3)  Harvesting  permit. — A  document  authorizing  the  harvesting  of  citrus  fruits 
within  the  regulated  area  for  movement  to  points  outside  thereof. 

(4)  Paeker's  permit. — A  document  authorizing  operation  of  a  packing  plant 
for  the  purpose  of  shipping  restricted  citrus  fruits  from  the  regulated  area. 

AREA  TJNDEIR  EEGULATION 

§  301.64-2.  Regulated  area. — In  accordance  with  the  first  proviso  to  §  301.64  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  area  the  counties  of  Brooks, 
Cameron.  Dimmit,  Hidalgo,  La  Salle,  Webb,  and  Willacy  in  the  State  of  Texas,  and 
that  portion  of  Jim  Wells  County,  Tex.,  lying  south  of  Highway  141  and  a  line 
projected  due  west  to  the  Jim  Wells-Duval  County  line  from  the  point  where  High- 
ways 141  and  66  intersect. 

RESTRICTIONS  ON  INTEIRSTATB  MOVEMENT 

§301.64-3.  (a)  Permit  requirements  for  citrus  fruits. — Grapefruits,  oranges, 
and  other  citrus  fruits  except  lemons  and  sour  limes,  shall  not  be  moved  inter- 
state from  a  regulated  area  unless  every  crate,  box,  or  other  container  of  such 
host  fruits  has  attached  thereto  a  valid  shipping  permit.  In  addition  to  the 
shipping  permit  every  shipment  of  six  or  more  crates,  boxes,  or  other  containers 
of  citrus  fruits  moved  interstate  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  master  permit  showing 
the  number  of  containers,  the  consignor,  the  consignee,  the  destination,  and, 
in  the  case  of  carlot  or  road  vehicle  movement,  the  freight  car  number  and  initials 
or  the  license  number  of  the  road  vehicle.  However,  the  above  permit  require- 
ments, as  they  relate  to  part  or  all  of  the  regulated  area  or  of  the  regulated 
fruits,  may  be  waived  during  part  of  any  year  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  when  he  has  determined  that  natural  condi- 
tions exist  with  respect  to  the  designated  areas  or  host  fruits  which  have  elimi- 
nated the  risk  of  infestation  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly  in  any  stage  of  development, 
and  when  he  has  given  due  notice  thereof  in  administrative  instructions. 

(b)  Movement  of  noneitrus  host  fruits  prohidited. — Peaches,  apples,  pears, 
plums,  quinces,  apricots,  mangoes,  sapotas  (see  §  301.64-1  (c)),  guavas,  mameys, 
ciruelas,  and  fruits  of  species  of  the  genus  Sargentia  shall  not  be  moved  interstate 
from  the  regulated  area  and  no  permits  will  be  issued  for  such  movement. 

(c)  No  restrictions  on  lemons,  sour  limes,  and  manufactured  fruit  products. — • 
No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of 
lemons,  sour  limes,  or  products  manufactured  fr.om  host  fruits. 

(d)  Movement  through  regulated  area. — No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these 
regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  fruits  from  an  area  not 
under  regulation  through  a  regulated  area  when  such  movement  is  on  a  through 
billing. 

CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  PERMITS 

§  301.64-4.  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  shipping  permits.. — Permits  for 
the  interstate  movement  of  grapefruit,  oranges,  and  other  restricted  citrus  fruits 
from  the  regulated  area  may  be  issued  by  the  inspector  upon  his  determination 
that  the  proposed  movement  does  not  involve  risk  of  spread  of  the  Mexican  fruit- 
fly.  Such  determination  will  be  based  on  compliance  with  the  following 
conditions : 

(a)  Orove  inspection  and  sanitation. — The  grove  in  which  the  fruit  was  pro- 
duced shall  have  been  maintained  in  compliance  Avith  the  host-free  requirement 
provided  in  §  301.64-.5  (a).  The  grove  shall  further  have  been  maintained  in 
compliance  with  such  other  requirements  as  may  be  enforced  by  the  State  of 
Texas  for  the  suppression  of  Mexican  fruitfly  infestation.  Permits  may  be  issued 
for  the  interstate  movement  of  fruit  produced  only  in  such  groves  as  have  been 
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inspected  prior  to  the  harvesting  of  the  fruit  concerned  and  have  been  found  free 
from  Mexican  fruitfly  infestation :  Provided,  That,  if  a  grove  or  portion  thereof 
from  which  the  fruit  is  to  be  shipped  is  within  an  infested  zone  established  under 
§  301.64-5  (b) .  permits  for  the  interstate  shipment  of  such  fruit  may  be  issued  only 
after  the  fruit  has  been  sterilized  or  otherwise  treated  or  handled  in  manner  or 
by  methods  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine. 

(b)  Packing-house  requirements. — Persons  desiring  to  operate  a  packing  plant 
for  the  purpose  of  shipping  restricted  citrus  fruits  from  the  regulated  area  shall 
apply  for  and  secure  a  packer's  permit  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine,  Harlingen.  Tex.,  and  agree  in  writing  to  operate  such  plant  in  com- 
pliance with  these  regulations  and  the  regulations  of  the  Texas  State  Department 
of  Agriculture,  including  those  applying  to  sanitation  requirements,  harvesting, 
sterilization,  packing,  and  shipping  of  restricted  citrus  fruits,  and  in  addition  shall 
maintain  and  make  available  for  examination  by  authorized  inspectors  records  of 
all  receipts  and  sales  or  shipment  of  restricted  citrus  fruits. 

(c)  Application  to  harvest  fruit. — Persons  desiring  to  harvest  citrus  fruit 
within  the  regulated  area  for  movement  to  points  outside  such  area  may  be 
required  to  secure  harvesting  permits  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector 
the  requirement  of  such  permits  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Mexican 
fruitfly,  and  when  due  notice  to  that  effect  has  been  given  by  the  insi;>ector.  Ap- 
plications for  such  permits,  when  required,  shall  show  the  kind  and  quantity  of 
the  citrus  fruit  it  is  proposed  to  harvest  for  movement,  the  location  and  owner- 
ship of  the  grove  from  which  it  will  be  harvested,  and  the  location  at  which  it 
will  be  packed  for  shipment.  The  permit  issued  by  the  inspector  will  include  pro- 
visions needed  to  assure  compliance  with  these  regulations  and  the  regulations 
of  the  Texas  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(d)  Containers. — Shipping  permits  will  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement 
of  only  such  fruit  as  is  packed  in  containers  customarily  used  in  the  regulated 
area  for  the  commercial  shipment  of  citrus  fruits,  and  of  such  nature  as  will 
permit  the  inspector  to  identify  the  contents  thereof. 

(e)  Sterilization  may  6e  required. — Sterilization  of  host  fruits  in  manner  and 
by  method  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quaran- 
tine may  be  required  as  a  condition  for  the  issuance  of  permits  for  interstate  move- 
ment thereof  when  in  his  judgment  the  shipments  concerned  might  otherwise 
involve  risk  of  spread  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly. 

(f)  Destination  limitations. — Permits  may  be  limited  as  to  destination  and 
when  so  limited  the  fruits  covered  thereby  shall  not  be  moved  interstate  from  the 
regulated  area,  directly  or  indirectly,  either  in  the  original  containers  or  otherwise, 
to  destinations  other  than  those  authorized  in  such  permits,  except  to  the  usual 
diversion  points  for  diversion  to  authorized  destinations  only. 

(g)  Cancellation  of  permits. — Permits  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be 
withdrawn  or  cancelled  and  further  permits  refused,  whenever  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  the  further  use  of  such  per- 
mits might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly. 

CONTEOL  MEASXJEES  IN  REGULATED  AEEA  * 

§  301.64-5.  Conditions  required  in  the  regulated  area. — The  interstate  move- 
ment of  grapefruit,  oranges,  and  other  restricted  citrus  fruit  from  the  regulated 
area  under  permits  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  be 
conditioned  on  the  State  of  Texas  providing  for  and  enforcing  the  following  con- 
trol measures  in  manner  and  by  method  approved  by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  namely : 

(a)  Harvesting  season  and  host-free  period. — The  harvesting  season  of  grape- 
fruit, sweet  limes,  and  "sour"  and  "bittersweet"  oranges  produced  within  the 
regulated  area  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  September  each  year  and  end  at 
midnight  on  June  15  of  the  following  year,  and  a  host-free  period  for  these  fruits 
shall  be  maintained  each  year  beginning  on  the  16th  day  of  June  and  continuing 
through  the  last  day  of  August :  Provided,  That  the  harvesting  season  of  commer- 
cial varieties  of  sweet  oranges,  kumquats,  tangelos,  and  all  varieties  of  the 
mandarin  group  of  oranges,  shall  extend  throughout  the  year.  However,  sterili- 
zation as  specified  in  §  301.64—4  may  be  required  for  any  citrus  fruits,  and  the 
harvesting  season  and  the  host-free  i)eriod  in  any  regulated  area  shall  be  subject 
to  such  modification  as  to  duration  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 
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Prior  to  the  host-free  period  each  year,  all  grapefruit,  sweet  limes,  and  "sour" 
and  "bittersweet"  oranges  shall  be  removed  from  the  trees  for  destruction,  imme- 
diate shipment,  or  storage  with  adequate  protection  to  prevent  infestation,  and 
all  noncitrus  host  fruits  shall  be  removed  from  the  trees  and  either  destroyed  or 
stored  with  adequate  protection  to  prcvt'nt  infestation. 

Other  than  those  citrus  fruits,  the  liai  vcsi  iiig  season  for  which  extends  through- 
out the  year,  no  host  fruits  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  on  the  trees  within  a 
regulated  area  at  any  time  during  the  host-free  period  except  fruit  in  an  imma- 
ture state. 

(b)  Infested  zo7ies. — Upon  the  finding  of  a  Mexican  fruitfly  infestation  within 
a  regulated  area,  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine  constitutes  a  risk  of  spread  of  such  fly,  an  infested  zone 
to  include  part  or  all  of  one  or  several  groves  or  larger  areas  shall  be  designated 
by  the  State  of  Texas  subject  to  approval  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  no  host  fruits  in  susceptible  stages  of  maturity  produced  within 
such  zone  shall  be  moved  interstate  except  under  the  conditions  specified  in  the 
proviso  of  §  301.64-4  (a). 

INSPECTION  EN  ROUTE 

§  301.64-6.  Inspection  in  transit. — Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,  box,  crate,  or  other 
container,  moved  interstate,  which  contains  or  which  the  inspector  has  probable 
cause  to  believe  contains  articles  the  movement  of  which  is  prohibited  or  restricted 
by  these  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  inspectors  at  any  time  or 
place. 

FllUITS  FOR  EXPERIMENTAL  AND  SCIENTIFIC  PURPOSES 

§  301.64-7.  Shipment  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes. — Fruits  subject  to 
restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate  for  experimental  or 
scientific  purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  The 
container  of  fruits  so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof, 
an  identifying  tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  show- 
ing compliance  with  such  conditions. 

This  revised  quarantine  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  Novem- 
ber 26,  1945,  and  shall  supersede  the  revision  of  July  3,  1944.

MEXICAN  FRUITFLY  PERMIT  REQUIREMENTS  TEMPORARILY 
DISCONTINUED 

(Press  notice) 

December  3,  1945. 

Permits  will  not  be  required  during  the  early  part  of  the  harvesting  and  ship- 
ping season  for  the  interstate  movement  of  citrus  fruits  from  the  area  in  Texas 
regulated  on  account  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly,  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  said  today.  The  regulated  area,  consists  of  all  the  counties  of 
Brooks,  Cameron,  Dimmit,  Hidalgo,  La  Salle,  Webb,  and  Willacy,  and  part  of 
Jim  Wells  County. 

This  action  is  considered  safe  as  the  results  of  a  number  of  years'  inspections 
and  investigations  show  that  infestations  of  the  fruitfly  do  not  occur  in  the 
regulated  area  during  the  early  part  of  the  harvesting  and  shipping  season. 

Intensive  inspections  will  be  conducted  throughout  the  season  and  permit  re- 
quirements will  be.  resumed  when  it  has  been  determined  that  infestations  exist 
which  made  such  requirements  necessary  to  aid  in  enforcement  of  precautionary 
measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  insect. 

Due  notice  of  the  resumption  of  permit  requirements  will  be  given.  No  change 
in  permit  requirements  may  be  made,  except  upon  instructions  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.

The  following  administrative  instructions  lift  all  permit  requirements  rela- 
tive to  interstate  movement  of  regulated  citrus  fruits  from  the  area  regulated 
on  account  of  the  Mexican  fruitfly  until  notice  is  given  that  the  status  of 
fruitfly  infestations  in  the  regulated  areas  as  determined  by  inspections  and

action  which  lessens  the  requirements  of  the  reguhitions  will  not  lessen  the 
protection  to  uninfested  areas.  This  modification  is  believed  safe  because  in- 
tensive inspections  over  a  number  of  years  have  shown  that  infestations 
do  not  occur  during  the  early  part  of  the  harvesting  and  shipping  season.

OKRA  SEED  TO  ENTER  UNDER  PERMIT 

(Press  notice) 

October  5,  1945. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  announced  that  olira 
seed — which  at  present  may  enter  the  United  States  without  inspection  in 
accordance  witli  the  provisions  of  regulation  2  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
Supplemental  to  the  Nursery  Stock,  Plant,  and  Seed  Quarantine  No.  37 — will 
on  and  after  October  8  enter  only  under  permit  and  subject  to  inspection. 

In  making  this  announcement  it  was  pointed  out  that  okra  seed  is  at  times 
infested  with  the  pink  bollworm,  and  its  unrestricted  entry  may  result  in  the 
introduction  of  this  cotton  pest  into  uninfested  areas  of  this  country. 

At  present  the  pink  bollworm  is  found  only  in  parts  of  Texas,  New  IMexico, 
Arizona,  and  Louisiana.

§  319.37-2d  Seeds  of  Hibiscus  esculentus  may  te  entered  only  under  per- 
mit.— It  has  been  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  okra  {Hibis- 
cus esculentus)  seed  may  be  infested  with  the  pink  bollworm  (Pectifiophora 
go-9sypiella  Saund.),  an  insect  established  in  only  a  limited  area  of  this  coun- 
try, but  present  in  most  commercial  cotton-growing  areas  of  the  world.  H. 
esculentus  seed  are  now  admitted  from  foreign  countries  without  Inspection 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  §  319.37-2  [Regulation  2  of  the  Rules  and 
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Regulations  Supplemental  to  Nursery  Stock,  Plant,  and  Seed  Quarantine  No. 
37].  Since  no  inspection  is  made  of  these  seed  to  determine  the  presence  of 
injurious  insects  and  consequently  no  treatment  is  given  to  eliminate  such 
infestations  when  they  exist,  importations  of  these  seed  constitute  a  pest  risk. 

It  is  therefore  hereby  ordered  that,  in  accordance  with  the  proviso  of 
§  319.37-2  okra  {Hihiscus  esculentus)  seed,  including  seed  in  dried  seed  pods, 
may  be  imported  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  on  and  after  October 
8,  1945  only  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  §  319.37-3 
(e)  (-7  CFR  Cum.  Sup.  §  319.37-3  (e) )  governing  the  entry  of  tree  and  shrub 

(37  Stat.  317 ;  7  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed.  151  et  seq. ;  7  CFR  §  319.37-2.)

WHITE-FRINGED  BEETLE  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  REVISED 

(Press  notice) 

December  7,  1945. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  revised  the  white-fringed 
beetle  quarantine  and  regulations,  effective  December  12,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending the  regulated  areas  to  include  additional  sections  in  which  the  beetles 
have  been  located  and  to  add  to  the  list  of  regulated  articles  straw,  plant  crowns 
or  roots  for  propagation,  and  uncleaned  grass,  grain,  and  legume  seed  which  have 
been  found  to  harbor  the  white-fringed  beetle. 

Additions  to  the  regulated  areas  include  parts  of  the  new  counties  of  Coffee, 
Ala.,  and  Bladen,  Robeson,  and  Union,  N.  C.  Additions  to  the  regulated  areas 
also  have  been  made  in  Conecuh,  Escambia.  Geneva,  Mobile,  and  Monroe  Counties, 
Ala. ;  Walton  County,  Fla. ;  Covington,  Jefferson  Davis,  Jones,  and  Simpson 
Counties,  Miss. ;  and  Anson,  Onslow,  and  Wayne  Counties,  N.  C.  No  additions 
to  the  regulated  area  in  Lrouisiana  are  made  by  this  revision. 

The  white-fringed  beetle,  discovered  in  the  South  only  a  few  years  ago,  is  a 
soil-inhabiting  insect  and  is  destructive  to  a  wide  range  of  field,  forage,  vegetable, 
and  other  crops.

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  furtlier  to  re- 
vise the  white-fringed  beetle  quarantine  and  regulations  supplemental  tliereto 
which  were  last  revised  effective  November  25,  1944,  7  C.  F.  R.,  1944  Supp., 
301.72;  B.  E.  P.  Q. — Q.  72,  in  order  to  place  under  regulation  additional  areas 
found  to  be  infested  with  white-fringed  beetles  and  to  make  other  modifications. 
The  quarantine  and  regulations  are  therefore  hereby  revised  to  read  as  follows : 

White-Fringed  Beetle  Quarantine 

(quarantine  no.  72) 

§  301.72  Notice  of  Quarantine. — Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section 

8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20.  1912,  as  amended,  and  having  held 
the  public  hearing  required  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  quarantines 
the  States  of  Alabama,  Florida,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  dangerous  infestations  of  introduced  species  of  the  genus 
Pantomorus.  subgenus  Graphor/nathus,  commonly  known  as  white-fringed  beetles, 
nnd  under  authority  contained  in  the  aforesaid  Plant  Quarantine  Act  and  the 
Insect  Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  prescribes  regu- 
lations: Provided,  That  the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  regula- 
tions supplemental  hereto  may  be  limited  to  such  areas,  within  the  quarantined 
States,  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
as  regulnted  areas,  adequate,  in  his  judgment,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  white- 
fringed  beetles,  except  that  any  such  limitatiou  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the 
affected  State  or  States  providing  for  and  enforcing  the  control  of  the  intra- 
state movement  of  the  regulated  articles  under  the  conditions  which  apply 
to  their  interstate  movement  in  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  quarantine  regula- 
tions currently  existing,  and  upon  their  enforcing  such  control  and  sanitation 
measures  with  respect  to  such  areas  or  portions  thereof  as,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  intra- 
state spread  therefrom  of  the  said  insect  infestation.  Hereafter  the  following 
articles  shall  not  be  transported  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  from  any 
quarantined  State  into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of 
the  United  States  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  herein  or  in 
regulations  supplemental  hereto  or  in  amendments  or  modifications  thereof,  viz 
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(a)  live  white-fringed  beetles  in  any  stage  of  development ;  (b)  soil  independently 
or  in  connection  with  nursery  stock,  plants,  or  other  things;  (3)  nursery  stock 
and  other  stipulated  plants  or  plant  products;  and  (d)  other  articles  as  stipu- 
lated in  §  301.72-3  :  Provided,  That  whenever,  in  any  year,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall  find  that  facts  exist  as  to  the  pest 
risk  involved  in  the  movement  of  one  or  more  of  the  articles  to  which  the 
regulations  supplemental  hereto  apply,  making  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making  less 
stringent,  the  restrictions  contained  in  any  such  regulations,  he  shall  set  forth 
.and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative  instructions,  specifying  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  applicable  regulations  should  be  made  less  stringent,  whereupon 
such  modification  shall  become  effective,  for  such  period  and  for  such  regulated 
area  or  portion  thereof  as  shall  be  specified  in  said  administrative  instructions, 
and  every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  give  publicity  to  such  administrative 
instructions  throughout  the  affected  areas.

^  SOl.72-1.  Definiti07is. —  (a)  The  pests. — Species  of  the  genus  Pantomorus, 
subgenus  G-raphognathus,  commonly  known  as  white-fringed  beetles,  in  any  stage 
of  development. 

(b)  Regulated  area. — Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  which  is  now,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be,  designated  as  regulated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  §  301.72,  as  revised. 

(c)  Regulated  articles. — Products  or  articles  of  any  character  whatsoever, 
the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  regulated  by  the  provisions  of  the  white- 
fringed  beetle  quarantine,  and  the  regulations  supplemental  thereto. 

(d)  Nursery  stock. — Forest,  field,  and  greenhouse-grown  annual  or  perennial 
plants,  for  planting  purposes. 

(e)  Inspector. — Duly  authorized  Federal  plant-quarantine  in.spector. 

(f)  Certificate. — An  approved  document  issued  by  an  inspector  for  use  on  in- 
dividual containers  of  regulated  articles,  authorizing  their  movement  from  the 
regulated  areas. 

(g)  Master  permit. — An  approved  document  issued  by  an  inspector  for  use  with 
bulk  shipments  of  regulated  articles  by  rail  or  road  vehicle,  authorizing  their 
movement  from  the  regulated  areas. 

(h)  Limited  permit. — An  approved  document,  issued  by  an  inspector,  to  allow 
controlled  movement  of  noncertified  articles  to  designated  and  authorized  desti- 
nations for  processing  or  other  regulated  handling. 

(i)  Administrative  instructions. — Documents  issued  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  relating  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
quarantine. 

(j)  Infested  or  infestation. — Infested  by  white-fringed  beetles,  in  any  stage 
of  development.    (See  fa)  above.) 

(k)  Infested  area. — That  portion  of  the  regulated  area  in  which  infestation 
exists,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  which  infestation  is  known  to  exist  under  such  con- 
ditions as  to  expose  the  area  to  infestation  by  natural  spread  of  beetles,  as 
determined  by  an  authorized  inspector.

Robeson  Gountii:  That  area  bounded  on  tlio  south  by  a  line  mile  south  of 
and  parallel  to  the  south  corporate  limits  of  Pai-kton;  on  the  west  by  a  line  2/io 
mile  west  of  and  parallel  to  the  west  corporate  limits  of  Parkton  ;  on  the  north 
and  east  by  the  north  and  east  corporation  limit  lines,  respectively,  of  Parkton; 
and  the  projection  of  such  lines  to  their  intersections. 

Union  Coiinti/:  All  of  that  area  included  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Marsh- 
ville. 

Wai/ne  Count ij:  All  of  Goldsboro  Township;  that  area  bounded  on  the  noi'th 
by  a  due  east -west  line  1/2  mile  north  of  the  intersection  in  Pikeville  of  the  Atlantic 
Cojist  Line  Railroad  and  Main  Street;  on  the  south  by  a  due  east-west  line  % 
mile  south  of  said  intersection  ;  on  the  east  and  west  by  the  east  and  west  corpo- 
ration limit  lines,  respectively,  of  Pikeville;  and  the  projection  of  such  lines  to 
their  intersections. 

REGULATED  ARTICT.ES 

§  301.72-3.  Articles  under  regulation. —  (a)  Prohihited  movemeyit. — The  inter- 
state movement  of  living  white-fringed  beetles  in  any  stage  of  development, 
whether  moved  independently  or  in  connection  with  any  other  articles,  is  pro- 
hibited, except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (b)  of  §  301.72-9. 

(b)  Regulated  movement. — Except  as  provided  in  administrative  instructions, 
the  interstate  movement  of  the  following  articles  from  any  regulated  area  is 
regulated  throughout  the  year  : 

(1)  Soil,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  or  muck,  whether  moved  independently  or 
in  connection  with  or  attached  to  nursery  stock,  plants,  products,  articles,  or 
things. 

(2)  Compost,  manure,  moss,  and  leaf  mold. 

(3)  Nursery  stock. 

(4)  Grass  sod. 

(5)  Plant  crowns  or  roots  for  propagation. 

(6)  Uncleaned  grass,  grain,  and  legume  seed. 

(7)  Potatoes  (Irish),  when  freshly  harvested. 

(8)  True  bulbs,  corms,  tubers,  and  rhizomes  of  ornamental  plants,  when 
fi-eshly  harvested  or  uncured. 

(9)  Hay  and  straw. 

(10)  Peanuts  in  shells. 

(11)  Seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  baled  cotton  lint  and  linters. 

(12)  Scrap  metal  and  junk. 

(13)  Forest  products  such  as  cordwood,  stump  wood,  logs,  lumber,  timbers, 
posts,  poles,  and  cross  ties. 

(14)  Brick,  tile,  stone,  and  cinders. 

(15)  Concrete  slabs,  pipe,  and  building  blocks. 

(16)  Implements,  machinery,  equipment,  and  containers, 

CONDITIONS  OF  INTERSTATE  MOVEMENT 

§  301.72-4,  Conditions  governing  interstate  movement  of  regulated  articles. — 
(a)  Certification  required. — Regulated  articles  shall  not  be  moved  interstate 
from  a  regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof  unless  accompanied 
by  a  valid  inspection  certificate  issued  by  an  inspector  :  Provided,  That  certifica- 
tion requirements  as  they  relate  to  part  or  all  of  any  regulated  area  or  regulated 
products  may  be  waived  during  part  or  all  of  the  year,  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  on  his  finding  and  giving  due  notice  thereof, 
in  administrative  instructions,  that  the  State  concerned  has  promulgated  and 
enforced  adequate  sanitary  measures  on  and  about  the  premises  on  which  regu- 
lated articles  originate  or  are  retained,  or  that  adequate  volunteer  sanitary 
measui-es  have  been  applied,  or  that  other  control  or  natural  conditions  exist 
which  have  eliminated  the  risk  of  contamination  by  the  pests  in  any  stage  of 
development. 

(b)  Use  of  certificate  on  sliipments. — Unless  exempted  by  administrative  in- 
structions, and  except  as  provided  in  §301.72-5  (b)  for  movement  of  uncertified 
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Shipments  under  limited  permits  to  designated  destinations,  every  container  of 
regulated  articles  moved  interstate  from  any  regulated  area  shall  have  securely 
attached  to  the  outside  thereof  a  certificate  issued  in  compliance  vs^ith  these 
regulations,  except  that  in  the  case  of  shipments  in  hulk  by  rail  a  master  permit 
attached  to  the  waybill  will  be  sufficient.  In  the  case  of  shipments  in  bulk  by 
road  vehicle  a  master  permit  shall  accompany  the  vehicle  and  be  surrendered 
to  the  consignee  on  delivery. 

(c)  Movemefit  within  cotitiiiuous  areas  not  regulated. — No  certificates  are 
required  for  interstate  movement  of  regulated  articles  when  such  movement  is 
wholly  within  continuous  regulated  areas. 

(d)  Articles  oriffinating  outside  the  regulated  areas. — No  certificates  are 
required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  regulated  articles  originating  outside 
of  the  regulated  areas  moving  through  or  from  a  regulated  area,  when  the  point 
of  origin  is  clearly  indicated,  when  their  identity  has  been  maintained,  and  when 
the  articles  are  protected,  while  in  the  regulated  area,  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  inspector. 

CONDITIONS  OF  CERTIFICATION 

§301.72-5.  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  certificates  and  permits. —  (a) 
Approved  methods. — Certificates  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  soil, 
earth,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  muck,  or  compost  originating  in  noninfested  parts 
of  the  regulated  areas,  and  of  all  other  regulated  articles  from  any  part  of  the 
regulated  areas  may  be  issued  upon  determination  by  the  inspector  that  the 
articles  are  (1)  apparently  free  from  infestation;  or  (2)  have  been  treated, 
fumigated,  sterilized,  or  processed  under  approved  methods;  or  (3)  were  grown, 
produced,  manufactured,  stored,  or  handled  in  such  a  manner  that,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  inspector,  no  infestation  would  be  transmitted  thereby.  Certificates 
authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  soil,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  muck,  or 
compost,  originating  in  an  infested  area  may  be  issued  only  when  such  materials 
have  been  treated  or  handled  under  methods  or  conditions  approved  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

(b)  Limited  permits. — Limited  permits  may  be  issued  for  the  movement  of 
noncertified  regulated  articles  to  destinations  and  consignees  as  may  be  author- 
ized and  designated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quar- 
antine for  processing  or  other  handling.  As  a  condition  of  such  authorization 
and  designation,  persons  or  firms  shipping,  receiving,  or  transporting  such 
articles  may  be  required  to  agree  in  writing  to  maintain  such  sanitary  safeguards 
against  the  establishment  and  spread  of  infestation  and  to  comx)ly  with  such 
conditions  as  to  the  maintenance  of  identity,  handling,  or  subsequent  movement 
of  regulated  products  and  cleaning  of  railway  cars,  trucks,  or  other  vehicles 
used  in  the  transportation  of  such  articles  as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

(c)  Dealer-carrier  permit. — As  a  condition  of  issuance  of  certificates  or  permits 
for  the  interstate  movement  of  regulated  articles,  persons  or  firms  engaged  in 
purchasing,  assembling,  exchanging,  processing,  or  carrying  such  regulated  arti- 
cles originating  or  stored  in  regulated  areas,  may  be  required  to  execute  a  signed 
agreement  stipulating  that  the  permittee  will  carry  out  any  and  all  conditions, 
treatments,  precautions,  and  sanitary  pleasures  which  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

PROCEDURE  FOR  APPLICANTS 

§  301.72-6.  AssemUy  of  regulated  articles  for  iiispection. — Persons  intending  to 
move  regulated  articles,  the  certification  of  which  is  required,  interstate  from 
regulated  areas  shall  make  application  for  certification  as  far  as  possible  in  ad- 
vance of  the  probable  date  of  shipment.  Applications  must  show  the  nature  and 
quantity  of  articles  to  be  moved,  together  with  their  exact  location,  and  if  prac- 
ticable, the  contemplated  date  of  shipment.  Applicants  for  inspection  may  be 
required  to  assemble  or  indicate  the  articles  to  be  shipped  so  that  they  may  be 
readily  examined  by  the  inspector. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  not  be  responsible  for  any 
cost  incident  to  inspection  or  treatment  other  than  the  services  of  the  inspector. 

CERTIFICATES  AND  PERMITS  MAY  BE  CANCELED 

§  301.72-7.  Cancellation  of  certificates  or  permits. — Certificates  or  permits 
issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  and  further  cer- 
tification refused  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ento- 
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molo^y  iiiul  Plant  Quarantine,  the  furtlu^i-  use  of  sucli  cert ificntes  or  pei'mits 
mifjlit  rosult  in  the  dissemination  of  infestat ion. 

('L?:ANIN(i  OF  VEHICLES 

§  301.72-8.  Clean  inn  of  freight  cars,  trucks  and  other  vehicles. — When  in  lh<» 
ju<lj?nient  of  the  inspector  a  hazard  of  spread  of  infestation  is  involved,  thorough 
cleaning  of  freight  cars,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles  may  be  required  before  move- 
ment interstate  to  points  outside  the  regulated  areas. 

SHIPMENTS  FOR  EXPERIMENTAI.  OR  SCri<:NTIFlC  PURPOSES 

§301.72-9.  (a)  Articles  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes. — Articles  sub- 
ject to  regulation  may  be  moved  interstate  foi-  experimental  or  scientific  purposes, 
on  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  container  of  articles  so  moved  shall  bear  an  iden- 
tifying tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

(b)  Beetles  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes. — Live  white-fringed  beetles, 
in  any  stage  of  development,  may  be  moved  interstate  for  scientific  purposes  only 
under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine.  The  container  of  white-fringed  beetles  so  moved  shall  bear  an  iden- 
tifying tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

This  revision  of  the  quarantine  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
December  12,  1945,  and  shall  supersede  the  quarantine  and  regulations  issued 
November  23,  1944.

Appendix 
penalties 

The  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended,  provides  that  any 
persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  quarantine  or  regulations 
pursuant  thereto  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

STATE  AND  FEDERAL  INSPECTION

(a)  Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  the  following 
materials  under  tlu^  conditions  specified  below: 

(1)  Soil,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  or  muck,  when  taken  from  a  depth  of  at 
least  2  feet  below  the  existing  surface,  and  when  entirely  free  from  any  surface 
soil  to  a  depth  of  2  feet. 

(2)  Sand  and  gravel,  when  washed,  processed,  or  otherwise  treated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  inspector. 

(b)  All  certification  requirements  are  waived  for  the  following  articles  and 
materials  when  free  from  soil  and  when  they  have  not  been  exposed  to  infesta- 
tion or  when  sanitation  practices  are  maintained  as  prescribed  by  or  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  inspector: 

(1)  Hay  and  straw,  except  that  peanut  hay  is  not  exempt. 

(2)  Uncleaned  grass,  grain,  and  legume  seed. 

(3)  Seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  baled  cotton  lint  and  linters. 

(4)  Scrap  metal  and  junk. 

(5)  Forest  products  such  as  cordwood,  stump  wood,  logs,  lumber,  timbers,  posts, 
poles,  and  cross  ties. 

(6)  Brick,  tile,  stone,  and  cinders. 

(7)  Concrete  slabs,  pipe,  and  building  blocks. 

(8)  Implements,  machinery,  equipment,  and  containers. 

Regulated  Articles  Not  Affected  by  These  Instructions

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS 

GUSHING  TO  AGAIN  HEAD  ENTOMOLOGY  AND  PLANT  QUARANTINE 

DIVISION 

(Press  notice) 

November  9,  1945. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  today  that  Col,  Emory 
C.  Cushing,  who  earned  a  citation  for  typhus  control  in  European  combat  areas, 
will  return  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  when  his  military 
leave  ends  later  in  the  month. 
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He  will  resume  direction  of  the  Division  of  Insects  Affecting  Man  and  Animals. 
During  the  past  3  years,  the  work  of  that  Division  has  been  under  Dr.  Walter  E. 
Dove,  who  resigned  on  November  1  to  enter  private  industry. 

In  May  1945,  while  serving  in  the  Sanitary  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army, 
Gushing  was  awarded  the  United  States  Army  Typhus  Commission  Medal  for 
"unusual  ability  in  developing  and  applying  modern  methods  of  typhus  control." 
His  citation  stated  "Colonel  Cushing's  application  of  typhus  control  measures 
contributed  greatly  to  a  general  reduction  of  the  risks  of  infection  in  the  Western 
European  combat  zone." 

Before  joining  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  in  1928,  Colonel 
Cushing  was  on  the  stafC  of  the  Texas  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  His  work 
in  the  Bureau  has  been  chiefly  on  investigations  of  insects  affecting  man  and 
animals,  and  he  served  for  several  years  as  assistant  leader  and  later  leader  of 
that  Division. 

Except  for  brief  periods  of  furlough  to  serve  in  the  Air  Service  during  World 
War  I,  to  continue  his  education,  and  to  work  in  private  industry.  Dr.  Dove  held 
appointments  in  the  Bureau  from  July  1913,  chiefly  in  connection  with  work  on 
insects  affecting  man  and  aninials  and  in  directing  large-scale  grasshopper  control 
operations.  It  was  under  his  direction  that  the  work  of  the  Orlando,  Fla.,  labora- 
tory was  carried  on  during  the  war.  It  included  the  development  of  DDT  as  a 
mosquito  control  agent,  and  MYL  and  DDT  louse  powders,  and  of  new  insect 
repellents  including  the  combination  of  dimethyl  phthalate,  Indalone,  and  R-612, 
effective  against  mosquitoes,  chiggers,  and  other  insects.  All  these  wartime 
developments  were  used  extensively  by  the  allied  armies,  greatly  reducing  diseases 
carried  by  insects,  and  were  a  major  factor  in  the  successful  prosecution  of  the 
war. 

The  Division  of  Insects  Affecting  Man  and  Animals  is  responsible  for  investi- 
gating disease-carrying  and  annoying  insects  that  attack  man,  or  those  injurious  to 
household  supplies,  fabrics,  drugs,  and  other  materials,  pests  that  annoy  or  injure 
farm  and  range  animals,  and  those  that  attack  poultry,  birds,  and  wildlife.

PLANT-QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  UNION  OF 
SOUTH  AFRICA 

IMPORT  PERMIT  REQUIRED  FOR  VEGETABLE  SEEDS 

1.  Government  Notice  No.  185  of  March  16,  1945  (issued  under  the  authority  of 
the  Annexure  to  War  Measure  No.  5  of  1944) ,  prohibits  every  person  from  import- 
ing vegetable  seeds  into  the  Union,  except  under  the  authority  of  a  permit  issued 
by  the  Chief,  Division  of  Horticulture,  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry, 
Pretoria,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  specified  in  such  permit. 

(Note:  This  amends  the  conditions  in  the  second  paragraph  on  page  2  of 
B.  E.  P.  Q.  No.  471.) 

PROHIBITION  AGAINST  ELM  PRODUCTS  EXTENDED 

2.  Proclamation  No.  116  of  1945  amends  Proclamation  No.  286  of  1936,  making 
the  elm  regulations  in  the  second  paragraph  on  page  4  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  471  read  as 
follows : 

"Elm  iUlmus  spp.)  plants,  seeds,  logs,  or  unmanufactured  timber,  or  dead  por- 
tions or  products  of  any  species  of  TJlmus  or  Zelkova  from  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  continent  of  Europe,  or  other  country  where  the  Dutch  elm  disease 
{Ceratostoniella  (Graphium)  ulmi  Buisman)  exists." 

RESTRICTIONS  ON  THE  IMPORTATION  OF  TIMBER  PRODUCTS 

3.  Government  Notice  No.  1282,  1942  (issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Forest 
and  Veld  Conservation  Act)  prescribes,  as  a  measure  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  bark  beetles  and  bark  weevils,  especially  Dendroctonus  spp.,  that  no  person 
shall  introduce  into  the  Union  any  timber  or  wood  of  any  description — 

(a)  Which  has  any  bark  adhering  to  it,  unless  the  introduction  thereof  has 
been  specially  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry, 
and  except  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  determined  by  him ;  or 

(b)  Which  is  infested  with  insects  or  infected  by  fungi. 
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4.  Whenever  there  is  introduced  into  the  Union  any  timber  or  wood  of  any 
description  which  at  the  time  of  its  introduction  is  infested  with  insects  or  in- 
fected witli  fungi,  or  suspected  of  being  so  infested  or  infected,  then  whether 
or  not  a  permit  for  the  introduction  thereof  has  been  obtained — 

(a)  Such  timber  or  wood  may  be  seized  and  detained  by  an  officer  designated 
by  the  Minister,  pending  inquiry ; 

(b)  The  person  by  wliom  or  on  whose  behalf  that  timber  or  wood  was  intro- 
duced into  the  Union,  may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and 
Forestry  to  destroy  that  timber  or  wood  or  to  treat  it  in  such  manner  as  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry  may  deem  necessary  for  the  destruction 
of  the  insects  or  fungi  or  for  preventing  the  introduction  into  the  Union  or  the 
spread  within  the  Union  of  such  insects  or  fungi ; 

(c)  Such  timber  or  wood  may  be  treated  in  any  manner  or  destroyed,  without 
compensation,  by  order  of  the  Minister  at  the  expense  of  the  i>erson  having  the 
possession  thereof. 

POTATO  REGULATIONS  IN  B.  E.  P.  Q.  471  EFFECTIVE 

5.  Proclamation  No.  48  of  1940  repeals  Proclamation  No.  155  of  1939,  thus 
restoring  the  regulations  governing  the  importation  of  potatoes  {Solanum  tuhe- 
rosnm  L.)  to  the  status  cited  on  page  6  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  471.  According  to  informa- 
tion received  from  South  African  authorities,  however,  a  rebate  of  Customs  duty 
is  made  on  imported  potatoes  if  accompanied  by  a  certificate  as  follows : 

"A  certificate  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  declared  country  of 
origin,  or  a  certificate  from  some  official  institution  in  that  country  which  the 
Minister  has  agreed  to  recognize,  stating  that  the  crop  from  which  the  potatoes 
were  derived  was  officially  inspected  in  the  field  and  that  the  degree  of  freedom 
from  virus  disease  was  sufficiently  high  to  ensure  the  suitability  of  the  progeny 
for  seed  purposes,  and  stating  further  that  the  said  crop  was  not  grown  in  the 
vicinity  of  any  unhealthy  potato  crops  or  other  plants  infected  with  virus 
diseases."

PLANT-QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  BRAZIL 

RESTRICTIONS  AGAINST  EUROPEAN  CORN  BORER 

Ministerial  Order  No.  508,  published  in  the  Diario  Oficial  of  September  9,  1943, 
revokes  and  supersedes  article  4  of  the  Resolution  of  November  19,  1934  (see  page 
11  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  389  (Revised) )  as  follows : 

1.  Importation  of  stems,  spikes,  leaves,  and  corn  panicles  (Zea  mays  L.), 
sorghum  (Sorghum  vulgare  Pers.),  Sudan  grass  (Sorghum  vulgare  var.  sudanense 
(Piper)  Hitchc),  Johnson  grass  (Sorghum  halepense  (L.)  Pers.),  elephant  grass 
(Pennisetum  spp.),  teosinte  (Euchlaena  mexicana  Schrad.),  Jobs-tears  (Coix 
lacryma-jobi  L.)  and  its  varieties  is  prohibited  <  unless  the  certificate  of  origin 
includes  a  declaration  that  these  plants  or  parts  thereof  come  from  regions  free 
from  the  European  corn  borer  (Pyrausta  nuMlalis  (Hbn.) ). 

(a)  The  straw  and  panicles  of  sorghum  may  be  exempted  from  the  above 
declaration  when  they  are  imported  for  industrial  use  and  when  they  are  ac- 
companied by  a  fumigation  certificate. 

(b)  Should  the  fumigation  certificate  be  missing  or  fail  to  give  the  required 
guarantee,  disinfection  of  the  material  mentioned  in  "a"  must  be  made  at  the 
port  of  arrival  if  well  equipped  fumigation  installations  are  available.  Other- 
wise the  Plant  Protection  Service  will  seize  and  destroy  the  above-mentioned 
products  immediately. 


2B.  E.  P.  Q.  379  (Revised)  is  merely  the  original  B.  E.  P.  Q.  379  issued  July  19,  1935, 
into  which  was  incorporated  the  information  contained  in  Supplement  No.  1  issued  Sep- 
tember 1.  1936,  and  Supplement  No.  2  issued  April  5,  1938.  As  this  action  was  taken  only 
to  replenish  supplies  of  the  summary,  no  general  distribution  of  the  revised  circular  was 
made.  The  above  supplement  may,  therefore,  also  be  considered  as  Supplement  No.  5  to 
the  original  circular  by  those  who  do  not  have  the  revised  circular. 
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2.  Seeds  of  the  plants  named  in  paragrapli  1  are  also  exempted  from  tlie 
declaration  mentioned  when  they  are  free  from  impurities  such  as  fragments 
of  panicles,  stems,  cobs,  leaves,  etc.,  which  are  capable  of  carrying-  diseases 
or  i}ests. 

If  these  impurities  are  found  in  the  phytosanitary  examination  at  the  port  of 
arrival,  a  lot  will  be  seized  and  destroyed  immediately. 

ENTRY  PERMITTED  OF  PROHIBITED  PRODUCTS  FOR  SCIENTIFIC  PURPOSES 

3.  Ministerial  Order  No.  1  of  May  10,  1938,  published  in  the  Diario  Oficial 
of  May  11,  1938,  which  amends  article  1  of  Ministerial  Order  of  November  19, 
1934  (see  page  9  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  379  (Revised) ),  empowers  the  Plant  Protection 
Service  to  authorize  the  Instituto  Biologico  de  Sao  Paulo  to  import  plants  and 
parts  of  plants,  which  are  prohibited  entry  into  the  country,  when  they  are 
intended  for  scientific  studies  to  be  made  by  that  Institute,  or  by  the  Genetics 
section  of  the  Instituto  Agronomico  de  Campinas,  and  by  the  Genetics  section 
of  the  Escola  Superior  de  Agricultura  of  Sao  Paulo  University,  subject  to  the 
following  conditions : 

•  (a)  Importations  shall  be  made  in  small  quantities,  subject  to  limitations, 
treatments,  and  other  precautionary  measures  prescribed  by  the  Plant  Protection 
Service. 

(b)  A  tag  containing  the  words  "INSTITUTO  BIOLOGICO  DE  SAO  PAULO" 
wil  be  sent  to  the  country  where  importations  originate  for  the  purpose  of  attach- 
ment to  a  container  before  its  exportation ;  said  tag  to  accompany  an  authorized 
importation  of  plants  and  parts  of  plants  to  its  destination. 

PERIOD  OF  GRACE  FOR  PRESENTATION  OF  PHYTOSANITARY  CERTIFICATE  AMENDED 

4.  Ministerial  Order  No.  341  of  March  23,  1942,  published  in  the  Diario  Oficial 
of  March  24,  1942,  resolves  as  follows : 

"To  modify  the  periods  established  in  letter  a  of  Article  11  of  the  Resolution 
of  November  19,  1934"  (see  page  12  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  379  (Revised) )  "which  will  be 
90  days  for  products  coming  from  countries  of  the  American  Continent,  and 
180  days  for  those  coming  from  other  countries,  counting  from  the  date  of  the 
signature  of  the  term  of  responsibility."

This  summary  of  the  plant-quarantine  import  restrictions  of  Dominica  has 
been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant  quarantine  officials,  and 
others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products  to  that  Colony,

PLANT-QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  COLONY  OF  DOMINICA, 
BRITISH  WEST  INDIES 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

[The  Plant  Protection  Ordinance,  1941,  approved  July  24,  1941] 

Statutory  Rules  and  Orders  No.  37  of  1942  (Plant  Protection  (Importation) 
Regulations,  1942),  as  amended  by  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders  No.  5,  of  1944, 
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^  canceling  Proclamations  of  August  5,  1932,  February  20,  1934,  and  June  1,  1937, 
were  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council  under  authority  of  above  ordinance. 

INTRODUCTION 

The  regulations  of  the  Colony  of  Dominica  govern  the  entry  of  plants  and  their 
parts  capable  of  propagation,  including  seeds,  and  fruits  and  vegetables  (except 
cereals  and  pulses),  their  containers,  wrappers  and  packing  material,  raw  cotton 
products,  soil,  dung,  and  animal  or  vegetable  organisms. 

SUMMARY 

General  Entry  Requirements 

1.  Phytosanitary  certificates  are  not  required  as  a  condition  of  entry  for 
importations  from  the  United  States.    Entry  requirements  are  as  follows : 

(a)  Import  permits  are  required  only  for  special  importations  of  "planting 
materials"  which  are  conditionally  prohibited.  They  must  be  obtained  from  the 
Governor  in  advance  of  importation.    (See  par.  21,  p.  5.) 

(b)  The  port  of  Roseau  is  designated  as  the  only  port  of  entry,  except  for 
unrestricted  items  cited  in  paragraph  5  which  may  enter  at  any  port.  (See 
par.  8,  p.  3.) 

Importation  Prohirited 

2.  Importation  of  the  following  products  is  prohibited  : 

.(a)  Citrus  {Citrus  spp.)  fruits  from  the  United  States  and  certain  other 
countries.    ( See  par,  20,  p.  5. ) 

(b)  Cotton  {Gossypium  spp.)  plants,  seed  cotton,  raw  cotton  in  any  form, 
cottonseed,  cottonseed  meal  products,  used  sacks,  bagging,  unmanufactured  pillows 
and  bedding  materials  and  their  containers  and  packing  materials,  from  the 
United  States  and  certain  other  countries.    ( See  pars.  16  to  18,  p.  5. ) 

(c)  Plant  material  importations  by  air  express,  except  for  articles  listed  in 
paragraph  5.    (See  par.  12,  p.  4.) 

Importation  Conditionally  Prohibited 

3.  Importation  of  the  following  products  and  their  packing  materials  is  pro- 
hibited, except  material  for  propagation  which  may  enter  under  an  import  permit 
issued  by  the  Governor  in  advance  and  subject  to  prescribed  conditions :  ( See 
par.  21,  pp.  5  and  6.) 

(a)  Banana  (Musa  spp.  Linn.)  fruits,  plants,  pseudostems,  and  parts  thereof, 
except  fruit  of  plantains.    (See  par,  19,  p.  5.) 

(b)  Cacao  {TJieohroma  cacao  L.)  plants  and  all  parts  thereof. 

(c)  Citrus  {Citrus  spp.)  plants  and  parts  thereof,  or  any  other  member  of  the 
tribe  Citrinae. 

(d)  Coconut  (Cocos  nucifera  L.)  palms  and  parts  thereof.    (See  par.  15,  p.  5.) 

(e)  Coffee  {Coffea  spp.)  plants  and  parts  thereof,  except  roasted  coffee.  (See 
par.  5,  p.  3. ) 

(f)  Gramineous  plants  and  parts  thereof,  except  straw  used  as  a  packing 
material. 

(g)  Plants  in  soil. 

(h)  Soil  and  dung  containing  earthy  debris.    (See  par.  22,  p.  6.) 

(i)  Sugarcane  {tiaccliarum  officinarum  L.)  plants  and  parts  thereof. 

Importation  Restricted 

4.  Except  as  indicated  above  and  provided  for  in  paragraph  5,  plants  and  plant 
products  originating  in  the  United  States  may  be  imported  into  Dominica,  although 
subject  to  inspection,  treatment,  detention  in  quarantine,  or  possible  destruction 
on  arrival. 

Importation  Unrestricted 

5.  Importations  of  the  following  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  para- 
gi-aphs  8  and  12 :  Seeds  of  vegetable  or  ornamental  plants  from  commercial  seeds- 
men in  the  United  States,  United  Kingdom,  Eire,  and  Canada ;  dry  hulled  rice, 
nuts,  commercial  yeast,  roasted  coffee,  dried  or  canned,  candied  or  other  processed 
fruits  and  vegetables,  and  plant  products  having  been  cooked,  parboiled,  or  other- 
wise processed  to  be  free  from  any  animal  or  vegetable  organism. 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

Definitions 

6.  In  these  regulations — 

"British  West  Indies"  means  the  British  Islands  in  the  Greater  and  Lesser 
Antilles,  but  does  not  include  the  Bahamas,  Bermuda,  British  Guiana,  and 
British  Honduras. 

"Fruits  and  Vegetables"  mean  any  unprocessed  plant  or  part  thereof  which  is 
used  for  human  food,  but  does  not  include  cereals  and  pulses. 

"Plant  material"  means  any  tree,  shrub,  herb,  vegetable,  fern  or  moss  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  includes  planting  material. 

"Planting  material"  means  plants  and  parts  thereof,  including  seeds,  which 
are  capable  of  propagation,  but  does  not  include  cereals  and  pulses. 

Inspection  on  Akei\'al 

7.  No  animal  or  vegetable  organism  or  other  agent,  not  known  to  be  generally 
distributed  in  the  Colony,  which  is  or  is  believed  to  be  inimical  to  the  growth 
of  plants,  shall  be  imported  into  the  Colony,  and  no  plant  or  other  article  or 
thing  which  is  or  is  likely  to  be  infested  or  infected  with  any  organism  or  other 
agent  as  aforesaid  shall,  when  imported,  be  delivered  to  or  taken  possession  of 
by  the  owner  or  consignee  thereof  until  it  has  been  declared  free  from  such 
infection  by  a  Plant  Protection  Officer. 

Authorized  Port  of  Entry 

8.  All  plants,  soil,  dung,  living  insects,  nonmarine  invertebrate  animals,  and  ac- 
companying containers  or  wrapping  material  brought  to  the  Colony  (except 
articles  specified  in  paragraph  5)  shall  enter  only  through  the  port  of  Roseau. 
All  such  material  or  things  shall  be  declared  as  such  to  the  Treasurer  or  his  offi- 
cers at  the  port  of  entry  or  at  the  Post  Office  in  Roseau  and  shall  be  examined 
by  a  Plant  Protection  Officer  before  delivery  to  the  owner  or  consignee. 

Treatment  or  Destruction  Applied  When  Necessary 

9.  If,  after  examination  of  any  plant  or  thing  to  which  paragraph  8  applies,  a 
Plant  Protection  Officer  considers  the  importation  inimical  to  the  growth  of 
plants,  he  may,  as  a  precautionary  measure  against  the  introduction  of  insects 
and  diseases,  cause  it  to  be  detained  under  quarantine,  or  sub.iect  it  to  treatment 
by  fumigation  or  other  disinfection,  detention  in  quarantine,  or  he  may  destroy  it 
in  part  or  in  its  entirety  including  cases  and  packages. 

10.  The  importation,  detention,  and  treatment  of  any  articles  covered  by  these 
regulations  shall  be  entirely  at  the  risk  of  the  importer  and  all  charges  for  stor- 
age, cartage,  and  labor  incidental  to  the  inspection  and  the  cost  of  treatment, 
other  than  the  services  of  the  Plant  Protection  Officer,  shall  be  borne  by  the 
importer. 

11.  Any  articles  imported  in  contravention  of  these  regulations  shall  be  con- 
fiscated by  the  Government  for  disposal  as  the  Chief  Plant  Protection  Officer  may 
direct 

Air  Express  Importations  Prohibited 

12.  No  plant  material,  excepting  the  articles  specified  in  paragraph  5,  shall 
be  brought  to  the  Colony  by  air  whether  for  importation  or  transshipment. 

Importations  for  Scientific  Purposes  Authorized 

13.  Notwithstanding  any  prohibition  or  restriction  contained  in  these  regula- 
tions, the  Agricultural  Superintendent  shall  have  power  to  import  into  the  Colony 
any  articles  for  use  of  the  Agricultural  Department. 

Importation  Conditionally  Prohibited 

allspice 

14.  Fruit  and  all  parts  of  allspice  {Pimenta  spp.)  shall  not  be  imported  into 
the  Colony  from  any  island  of  the  Greater  Antilles  on  account  of  the  fungus 
Puccinia  psidii  Wint. 
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COCONUTS 

15.  The  importation  into  the  Colony  of  all  parts  of  the  coconut  palm  {Cocos 
niicifcra  L.)  is  prohibited  except  under  permit  issued  in  advance  by  the  Gov- 
ernor: Provided,  that  ungerminated  coconuts,  copra,  and  processed  coconut 
fiber  may  be  imported  from  the  British  West  Indies  and  British  Guiana. 

COTTON  AND  COTTON  PRODUCTS 

IV).  The  importation  of  cottonseed,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  cotton  linters, 
cottonseed  meal  and  cake,  and  any  accompanying  containers  and  packing  ma- 
terial is  prohibited  from  all  countries  on  account  of  the  boll  v^eevil  {An- 
tho7iomus  grandis  Boh.),  except  from  Trinidad  and  Tobago,  Barbados,  and 
British  Colonies  in  the  Windward  and  Leeward  Islands  under  special  permit 
and  conditions  prescribed  in  advance  of  importation  by  the  Governor:  Provided, 
that  cottonseed  meal  and  cake  from  the  British  Isles  and  Canada  may  be  im- 
ported without  prior  authorization  from  the  Governor. 

17.  The  importation  of  any  other  part  of  the  cotton  plant  not  specified 
in  paragraph  16,  and  any  accompanying  containers,  is  prohibited  except  that 
factory  processed  or  manufactured  articles  of  lint  and  linters  may  enter  from 
any  source. 

18.  The  importation  of  pillows  or  bedding  material,  unless  factory  made, 
and  used  sacks,  bags,  or  baling  material  w^hich  were  used,  or  reasonably  sus- 
pected to  have  been  used  to  contain  any  part  of  the  cotton  plant,  is  prohibited 
from  the  United  States,  Cuba,  Haiti,  Dominican  Republic,  Mexico,  Honduras, 
Nicaragua,  Guatemala,  Salvador,  Costa  Rica,  and  British  Honduras. 

FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES 

19.  Fruits  and  vegetables  (except  plantains,  onions  and  potatoes,  Solanum 
tuberosum  L.,  which  may  be  imported  from  any  source)  shall  not  be  imported 
except  from  the  United  States,  British  Isles,  Canada,  New  Zealand,  British 
West  Indies,  British  Guiana,  Bermuda,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United 
States. 

20.  Citrus  fruit  shall  be  imported  only  from  the  British  West  Indies  excluding 
Trinidad  and  Tobago,  and  the  British  Virgin  Islands. 

PIANTING  MATERIAL 

21.  The  importation  into  the  Colony  of  the  following  products  and  their 
trapping  materials  is  prohibited,  except  that  "planting  material"  may  enter 
under  permit  issued  by  the  Governor  with  the  concurrence  of  and  in  accordance 
with  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  Committee: 

{a)  Banana,  plantain,  and  any  other  member  of  the  genus  Musa  Linn.;  (see 
par.  19.)  ; 

(6)  Cacao  (Theohroina  cacao  L.)  ; 

(c)  Citrus  (Citrus  spp.)  or  any  other  member  of  the  tribe  Citrinae; 

(d)  Coconut  (Cocos  nucifera  L.)  ; 

(e)  Coffee  (Coffea  spp.)  ; 

(/)  Cotton  (Gossypium  spp.)  ; 

(g)  Gramineous  plants  and  parts  thereof  including  seeds,  except  straw  used 
as  a  packing  material; 

(h)  Planting  material  growing  in  or  accompanied  by  soil; 

(i)  Sugarcane  (Saccharum  officinarum  L.)  and  parts  thereof,  including  fuzz. 

SOIL  AND  DUNG 

22.  Soil  and  dung  shall  not  be  imported  into  the  Colony  except  through  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Station  under  permit  of  the  Governor  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Committee. 


LIST  OF  CURRENT  QUARANTINE  AND  OTHER  RESTRICTIVE  ORDERS 
AND  MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS 

[The  domestic  and  foreign  quarantine  and  other  restrictive  orders  summarized 
herein  are  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  Aug.  20, 
1912,  as  amended.  The  Mexican  border  regulations  and  the  export-certification 
regulations  are  issued  under  specific  acts  of  Congress.] 
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QUARANTINE  ORDERS 

The  numbers  assigned  to  these  quarantines  indicate  merely  the  chronological 
order  of  issuance  of  both  domestic  and  foreign  quarantines  in  one  numerical 
series.  The  quarantine  numbers  missing  in  this  list  are  quarantines  which  have 
either  been  superseded  or  revoked.  For  convenience  of  reference  these  quaran- 
tines are  here  classified  as  domestic  and  foreign,  the  domestic  quarantines  being 
divided  into  (1)  those  applying  primarily  to  the  continental  United  States,  and 
(2)  those  applying  primarily  to  shipments  from  and  to  the  Territories  of  Hawaii 
and  Puerto  Rico. 

Domestic  Plant  Quaeantines 
quarantines  applying  to  the  continental  united  states 

Black  stem  rust. — Quarantine  No.  38,  revised,  effective  December  26,  1944,  as 
amended  effective  February  1,  1946:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules 
and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised,  effective  December  26,  1944,  as 
amended  effective  February  1,  1946,  the  movement  into  any  of  the  protected 
States — namely,  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota, 
"Virginia,  Washington,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  as  well  as  the 
movement  from  any  one  of  said  protected  States  into  any  other  protected  State — 
of  the  common  barberry  {Berleris  vulgaris),  or  any  of  its  horticultural  varieties, 
or  any  other  species,  varieties,  or  hybrids  of  Berheris  or  Malionia,  known  to  be 
sufficiently  susceptible  to  infection  by  the  black  stem  rust  to  involve  danger  of 
spread  of  the  disease.  The  regulations  place  no  restrictions  on  the  interstate 
movement  of  Japanese  barberry  {B.  thunlergi)  or  any  of  its  rust-resistant  varie- 
ties, or  of  cuttings  (without  roots)  of  Malionia  when  shipi;>ed  for  decorative  pur- 
poses and  not  for  propagation. 

Gypsy  moth  and  'brown-tail  moth. — Quarantine  No.  45,  revised,  effective  Octo- 
ber 10,  1945 :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supple- 
mental thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  to  or  through 
any  point  outside  thereof  of  (1)  live  gypsy  moths  or  brown-tail  moths  in  any 
stage  of  development;  (2)  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  and  vines,  both  deciduous  and 
evergreen,  having  persistent  woody  stems,  and  parts  thereof,  including  Christmas 
trees;  (3)  timber  products;  (4)  stone  and  quarry  products;  and  (5)  any  other 
commodities  or  articles  when  found  on  inspection  to  be  infested  with  the  afore- 
said insects  in  any  of  their  stages.  The  regulated  area  covers  Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island,  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  New 
York,  and  Vermont. 

Japanese  beetle. — Quarantine  No.  48,  revised,  effective  February  IT,  1945:  Pro- 
hibits, except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the 
interstate  movement  of  (1)  earth,  soil,  compost,  and  decomposed  manure;  (2) 
forest,  field,  nursery,  or  greenhouse-grown  woody  or  herbaceous  plants  or  parts 
thereof  for  planting  purposes  ;  (3)  cut  flowers  ;  and  (4)  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
from  the  regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof.  The  regulated 
area  includes  the  entire  States  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut, 
New  Jersey,  and  Delaware,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  iwrtions  of  the 
States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland, 
Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Ohio. 

Pink  bolhvorm. — Quarantine  No.  52,  revised,  effective  November  9,  1944 :  Pro- 
hibits, except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
effective  November  9,  1944,  as  amended  effective  February  4,  1946,  the  interstate 
movement  from  the  regulated  areas  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  and 
Texas,  of  (1)  okra,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant;  (2)  cotton,  wild  cotton,  in- 
cluding all  parts  of  either  cotton  or  wild-cotton  plants,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint, 
linters,  and  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber,  gin  waste,  cotton- 
seed, cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake,  and  meal;  (3)  bagging  and  other  con- 
tainers and  wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products ;  (4)  railway  cars,  boats, 
and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  regulated  cotton  products 
or  which  are  fouled  with  such  products;  (5)  when  contaminated  with  regulated 
cotton  products,  any  other  commodities,  including  farm  products,  farm  household 
goods,  and  farm  equipment. 

Thiirberia  iveevil. — Quarantine  No.  61,  revised,  effective  August  1,  1927 :  Pro- 
hibits the  interstate  movement  of  Thurberia,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant, 
from  any  point  in  Arizona  and  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and 
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regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised,  effective  October  2,  1933,  as  amended 
effective  October  22,  193(),  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  of 
Arizona  of  (1)  cotton,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint, 
linters,  and  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  lint,  gin  waste,  cottonseed, 
cottonseed  hulls,  and  cottonseed  cake  and  meal;  (2)  bagging  and  other  contain- 
ei-s  and  wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  ijroducts;  (3)  railway  cars,  boats,  and 
other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products, 
or  which  are  fouled  with  such  products;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm  products;  and 
(5)  farm  household  goods,  farm  equipment,  and,  if  contaminated  with  cotton, 
any  other  articles. 

Whitc-piue  blister  rust. — Quarantine  No.  63,  effective  October  1,  1926:  Pro- 
hibits, except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
revised,  effective  July  1,  1938,  the  interstate  movement  from  every  State  in  the 
continental  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  of  five-leafed  pines 
(Pinus)  or  currant  alid  gooseberry  plants  {Rihes  and  Grossularia) ,  including 
cultivated  or  wild  or  ornamental  sorts. 

Mexican  fniitfli/. — Quarantine  No.  64,  revised,  effective  November  26,  1945: 
Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
revised,  effective  November  26,  1945,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated 
area  of  Texas  of  fruits  of  all  varieties. 

Dutch  elm  disease. — Quarantine  No.  71,  revised,  effective  October  1,  1941:  Pro- 
hibits, except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
effective  October  1,  1941,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  areas  in 
the  States  of  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Connecticut  to  or 
through  any  point  outside  thereof,  of  elm  plants  or  parts  thereof  of  all  species 
of  the  genus  Ulnius,  irrespective  of  whether  nursery,  forest,  or  privately  grown, 
including  (1)  trees,  plants,  leaves,  twigs,  branches,  bark,  roots,  trunks,  cuttings 
and  scions  of  such  plants;  (2)  logs  or  cordwood  of  such  plants;  and  (3)  lumber, 
crates,  boxes,  barrels,  packing  cases,  and  other  containers  manufactured  in 
whole  or  in  part  from  such  plants,  unless  the  wood  is  entirely  free  from  bark. 

White-fringed  beetle. — Quarantine  No.  72,  revised,  effective  December  12,  1945: 
Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  effective 
December  12,  1945,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  areas  in  the 
States  of  Alabama,  Florida,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina,  to  or 
through  any  point  outside  thereof,  of  (1)  live  white-fringed  beetles  in  any  stage 
of  development;  (2)  soil  independently  or  in  connection  with  nursery  stock, 
plants,  or  other  things;  (3)  nursery  stock  and  other  stipulated  plants  or  plant 
products ;  and  (4)  other  articles  as  stipulated  in  §  301.72-3. 

QUABANTINES  APPLYING  TO  THE  TERRITORIES  OF  HAWAH  AND  PUERTO  RICO 

Eawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  13,  revised,  effective  June  1, 
1917:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  revised,  effective  June  1,  1930,  as  amended  effective  May  12,  1941,  the 
movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or  through  any  other  Territorv, 
State,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  natural 
or  raw  state,  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruitfly  (Ceratitis  capitata)  and 
the  melonfly  (Dacus  cucurbitae) . 

^Wf7arcane.— Quarantine  No.  16,  revised,  effective  January  1,  1935:  Prohibits 
the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through 
any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  canes  of  sugar- 
cane, or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  sugarcane  leaves,  and  bagasse,  on  account  of 
certain  injurious  insects  and  diseases  of  sugarcane,  except  that  movement  will 
be  allowed  under  permit  of  specific  materials  on  condition  that  they  have  been 
or  are  to  be  so  treated,  processed,  or  manufactured  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Department,  their  movement  will  involve  no  pest  risk. 

^M;ee^pofflfo.— Quarantine  No.  30,  revised,  effective  October  10,  1934:  Pro- 
hibits the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or 
through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  any  vari- 
ety of  sweetpotato  {Ipomoea  batatas  Poir.),  regardless  of  the  use  for  which  the 
same  is  intended,  on  account  of  the  sweetpotato  stem  borer  {Omphisa  anasto- 
mosalis  Guen.)  and  the  sweetpotato  scarabee  (Euscepes  batatae  Waterh.) 

Banana  plants.— Quarautine  No.  32,  effective  April  1,  1918:  Prohibits  the 
movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any 
other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  any  species  or  variety 
of  banana  plants  {Musa  spp.),  regardless  of  the  use  for  which  the  same  is  in- 
tended, on  account  of  two  injurious  weevils  {Rhabdoanemis  obscurus  Boisd  and 
Metamasius  hemipterus  Linn.). 
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Hawaiian  and  Puerto  Rican  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  products. — 
Quarantine  No.  47,  effective  August  15,  1920':  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  effective  August  15,  1920,  the 
movement  of  cotton,  seed  or  unginned  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  products, 
except  oil,  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any 
other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  on  account  of  the  pink  boll- 
worm  {Pectinophora  gossypiella  Saund.)  and  the  cotton-blister  mite  {Eriophyes 
gossypii  Banks). 

United  States  quarantined  to  protect  Hawaii. — Quarantine  No.  51,  effective 
October  1,  1921:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  sup- 
plemental thereto,  effective  October  1,  1921,  the  movement  from  the  United 
States  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  as  ships'  stores  or  as  baggage  or  effects  otf 
passengers  or  crews,  of  sugarcane,  corn  (other  than  shelled  corn),  cotton,  alfalfa, 
and  the  fruits  of  the  avocado  and  papaya  in  the  natural  or  raw  state,  on  account 
of  injurious  insects,  especially  the  sugarcane  borer  (DiatraefL  saccharalis  Fab.), 
the  alfalfa  weevil  {Hypera  jjostica  GylL),  the  cotton  boll  weevil  {Anthonomus 
grandis  Boh.),  the  papaya  fruitfly  (Tooootrypana  curvicauda  Gerst.),  and  certain 
insect  enemies  of  the  fruit  of  the  avocado. 

Puerto  Rican  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  58,  revised,  effective 
January  22,  1941:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations 
supplemental  thereto,  effective  January  22,  1941,  the  movement  from  the  Terri- 
tory of  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of 
the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  raw  or  unprocessed  state, 
on  account  of  certain  injurious  insects,  including  the  fruitflies  Anastrepha 
suspensa  (Loew)  and  A.  ^nomhinpraeoptans  Sein,  and  the  bean-pod  borer  Maruca 
testulalis  (Geyer). 

Sand,  soil,  or  earth,  with  plants  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico. — Quarantine 
No.  60,  revised,  effective  September  1,  1936:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the 
Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State, 
or  District  of  the  United  States  of  sand  (other  than  clean  ocean  sand),  soil, 
or  earth  around  the  roots  of  plants  to  prevent  the  spread  of  certain  injurious 
insects,  including  Phyllophaga  spp.  (white  grubs),  Phy talus  sp.,  Adoretus  sp., 
and  of  several  species  of  termites  or  white  ants.  Provision  is  made  for  the  re- 
tention of  potted  plants  on  board  vessels  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  when 
evidence  is  presented  satisfactory  to  the  plant  quarantine  inspector  that  the 
soil  has  been  so  treated  or  is  so  safeguarded  as  to  eliminate  pest  risk. 

FoEEiGN  Plant  Quarantines 

Pink  'bollworm. — Quarantine  No,  8,  revised,  effective  November  11,  1944 : 
Forbids  the  importation  from  any  foreign  locality  and  country,  excepting  only  the 
locality  of  the  Imperial  Valley  in  the  State  of  Baja  California,  Mexico,  includ- 
ing that  portion  of  the  Valley  in  the  State  of  Sonora  lying  between  San  Luisi 
Mesa  and  the  Colorado  River,  and  the  area  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico, 
adjacent  to  the  United  States,  comprising  the  municipios  of  Guerrero,  Mier, 
Camargo,  Reynosa,  Matamoras,  Mendez,  and  San  Fernando,  of  cottonseed  of  all 
species  and  varieties  and  cottonseed  hulls.  Cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  from 
the  Imperial  Valley  and  from  the  aforesaid  area  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas, 
Mexico,  may  be  entered  under  permit  and  regulation. 

Seeds  of  avocado  or  alligator  pear. — Quarantine  No.  12,  effective  February 
27,  1914:  Forbids  the  importation  from  Mexico  and  the  countries  of  Central 
America  of  the  seed  of  the  avocado  or  alligator  pear  on  account  of  the  avocado 
weevil  {Heilipus  lauri). 

Sugarcane. — Quarantine  No.  15,  revised,  effective  October  1,  1934:  Prohibits 
the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  canes  of  sugarcane, 
or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  sugarcane  leaves,  and  bagasse,  on  account  of  certain 
injurious  insects  and  diseases  of  sugarcane,  except  that  importation  will  be 
allowed  under  permit  of  specific  materials  on  condition  that  they  have  been 
or  are  to  be  so  treated,  processed,  or  manufactured  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Department,  their  entry  will  involve  no  pest  risk. 

Citrus  nursery  stock. — Quarantine  No.  19,  revised,  effective  September  1,  1934 : 
Forbids  the  importation  fr.om  all  foreign  localities  and  countries  of  all  citrus 
nursery  stock,  including  buds  and  scions,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker  and 
other  dangerous  citrus  diseases.  The  term  "citrus,"  as  used  in  this  quarantine, 
includes  only  plants  belonging  to  the  tribe  Citrinae,  subfamily  Citratae,  of  the 
family  Rutaceae. 
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Indian  corn  or  maize  and  related  plants. — Quarantine  No.  24,  effective  July  1, 
1916,  as  amended,  effective  April  1,  1917,  and  April  23,  1917 :  Forbids  the  im- 
portation from  southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siani,  Indo-China,  and 
China),  Malayan  Archipelago,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Oceania,  Philippine 
Islands,  Taiwan  (Formosa),  Japan,  and  adjacent  islands,  in  the  raw  or  unman- 
ufactured state,  of  seed  and  all  other  portions  of  Indian  corn  or  maize  {Zea 
nidj/s  L.)  and  the  closely  related  plants,  including  all  species  of  Teosinte 
(Euchlaena),  Jobs-tears  (Coix),  Polytoca,  Chionachne,  and  Sclerachne,  on  ac- 
count of  the  downy  mildews  and  Physoderma  diseases  of  Indian  corn,  except  that 
Indian  corn  or  maize  may  be  imported  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with  the 
conditions  prescribed  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Citrus  fruits. — Quarantine  N(0.  28,  effective  August  1,  1917:  Forbids  the  im- 
portation from  eastern  and  southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indo- 
China,  and  China),  the  Malayan  Archipelago,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Oceania 
(except  Australia,  Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand),  Japan  (including  Taiwan  (For- 
mosa) and  other  islands  adjacent  to  Japan),  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  of  all 
species  and  varieties  of  citrus  fruits,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker,  except  that 
oranges  of  the  mandarin  class  (including  satsuma  and  tangerine  varieties)  may 
be  imported  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in 
the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Swectpotaio  and  yam. — Quarantine  No.  29,  effective  January  1,  1918:  Forbids 
the  importation  for  any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  sweetpotatoes  and  yams 
ilponioca  batatas  and  Dioscorea  spp.),  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities, 
on  account  of  the  sweetpotato  weevils  (Cylas  spp.)  and  the  sweetpotato  scarabee 
{Evscepes  batatae). 

Banana  plants. — Quarantine  No.  31,  effective  April  1,  1918:  Forbids  the  impor- 
tation for  any  purpose  of  any  species  or  variety  of  banana  plants  {Musa  spp.), 
or  portions  thereof,  fr.om  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  the 
banana-root  borer  {Cosmopolites  sordidus) .  This  quarantine  places  no  restric- 
tions on  the  importation  of  the  fruit  of  the  banana.  (For  restrictions  /on  the 
entry  of  the  fruit  of  the  banana  see  quarantine  56.) 

Bamboo. — Quarantine  No.  34,  effective  October  1,  1918:  Forbids  the  importa- 
tion for  any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  bamboo  seed,  plants,  or  cuttings  thereof 
capable  of  propagation,  including  all  genera  and  species  of  the  tribe  Bambuseae, 
from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  dangerous  plant  diseases, 
including  the  bamboo  smut  (Ustilago  shiraiana) .  This  quarantine  order  dioes 
not  apply  to  bamboo  timber  consisting  of  the  mature  dried  culms  or  canes  which 
are  imported  for  fishing  rods,  furniture  making,  or  other  purposes,  or  to  any  kind 
of  articles  manufactured  twm  bamboo,  or  to  bamboo  shoots  cooked  or  otherwise 
preserved. 

Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds. — Quarantine  No.  37,  effective  June  1,  1919: 
Forbids,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
revised,  effective  December  22,  1930,  and  amended  effective  December  1,  1938,  the 
importation  of  seeds,  nursery  stock,  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  capable 
of  propagation  fr.om  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  on  account  of  certain 
injurious  insects  and  fungous  diseases.  Under  this  quarantine  the  following 
plant  products  may  be  imported  without  restriction  when  free  from  sand,  soil, 
or  earth,  unless  covered  by  special  quarantine  or  other  restrictive  orders :  Plant 
products  capable  of  propagation  imported  for  medicinal,  food,  or  manufacturing 
purposes,  and  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds,  except  seeds  of  Lathyrus,  Vicia, 
and  Hibiscus  esculentus.  Cut  flowers  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are  also  al- 
lowed entry  without  permit.  The  entry  of  the  following  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  and  seeds  is  permitted  under  permit : 

Under  regulation  3 : 

(1)  Bulbs,  corms,  or  root  stocks  (pips)  of  the  following  genera:  Lilium  (lily), 
Convallaria  (lily-of-the-valley),  Hyacinthus  (hyacinth),  TuUpa  (tulip),  Crocus, 
Narcissus  (daffodil  and  jonquil).  Begonia  and  Gloxinia;  and  until  further 
notice,  Chionodoxa  (glory-of-the-snow) ,  Galanthics  (snowdrop),  Scilla  (squill), 
Fritillaria,  Muscari  (grape-hyacinth) ,  Ixia  and  Eranthis  (winter  aconite) . 

(2)  Cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  or  nuts:  Provided,  That  cuttings, 
scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  or  nuts  may  be  imported  from  Asia,  Japan,  Philippine 
Islands,  and  Oceania  (including  Australia  and  New  Zealand)  under  the  provisions 
of  regulation  14  only.  ( Stocks  of  fruits  or  nuts  may  not  be  imported,  under  permit 
or  otherwise. ) 

(3)  Rose  stocks,  including  Manetti,  Rosa  multiflora  (brier  rose)  and  R.  rugosa. 

(4)  Nuts,  including  palm  seeds  for  growing  purposes  :  Provided,  That  such  nuts 
or  seeds  shall  be  free  from  pulp. 
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(5)  Seeds  of  fruit,  forest,  ornamental,  and  shade  trees,  seeds  of  deciduous  and 
evergreen  ornamental  shrubs,  and  seeds  of  hardy  perennial  plants  :  Provided,  That 
such  seeds  shall  be  free  from  pulp:  Provided  further,  That  citrus  seeds  may  be 
imported  only  through  specified  ports  subject  to  disinfection  as  provided  in  regu- 
lation 9 :  Provided  further.  That  mango  seeds  may  not  be  imported  under  permit 
or  otherwise,  except  from  the  countries  of  North  America,  Central  America,  and 
South  America,  and  the  West  Indies. 

Importations  from  countries  not  maintaining  inspection  of  nursery  stock,  other 
plants  and  parts  of  plants,  including  seeds,  the  entry  of  which  is  permissible  under 
this  regulation,  may  be  made  under  permit  upon  compliance  with  these  regulations 
in  limited  quantities  for  public-service  purposes  only,  but  this  limitation  shall  not 
apply  to  tree  seeds. 

(6)  Materials  permitted  entry  under  Quarantine  No.  56  for  consumption  pur- 
poses are  authorized  entry  under  tnis  regulation  for  propagation. 

Under  regulation  14 :  Provision  exists  in  this  regulation  for  the  entry  of  most 
kinds  of  plants  that  are  not  covered  by  other  regulations  of  this  quarantine  or  by 
other  quarantines. 

Under  regulation  15 :  Provision  exists  for  the  entry  in  unlimited  quantities  of 
most  kinds  of  plants  which  can  be  considered  as  peculiar  to  or  standard  produc- 
tions of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  as  opposed  to  stock  imported  into  the  Dominion 
from  foreign  countries  and  held  or  grown  on  there  for  later  sale. 

European  corn  borer. — Quarantine  No.  41,  revised,  effective  June  1,  1926 :  For- 
bids, except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised 
effective  March  1,  1933,  the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities 
of  the  stalk  and  all  other  parts,  whether  used  for  packing  or  other  purposes,  in  the 
raw  or  unmanufactured  state,  of  Indian  corn  or  maize,  broomcorn,  sweet  sorgh- 
ums, grain  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  Johnson  grass,  sugarcane,  pearl  millet, 
napier  grass,  teosinte,  and  jobs-tears,  on  account  of  the  European  corn  borer 
{Pyrausta  nubilalis  Hubn.)  and  other  dangerous  insects  and  plant  diseases. 

Rice. — Quarantine  No.  55,  revised,  effective  November  23,  1933 :  Forbids  the 
importation  of  seed  or  paddy  rice  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  except 
the  Republic  of  Mexico,  and  forbids  the  importation  of  rice  straw  and  rice  hulls 
from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  and  seed  or  paddy  rice  from  the  Republic 
of  Mexico,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
effective  November  23,  1933,  as  amended  effective  August  1,  1934,  on  account  of 
injurious  fungous  diseases  of  rice,  including  downy  mildew  {Bclerospora  macro- 
carpa),  leaf  smut  (Entylonia  oryzae),  blight  (Oospora  oryztorum) ,  and  glume 
blotch  {Melanomma  glumaruni'),  as  well  as  dangerous  insect  pests. 

Fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  56,  effective  November  1,  1923:  For- 
bids, except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised, 
effective  December  1,  1936,  as  amended  effective  February  27,  1940,  the  importa- 
tion of  fruits  and  vegetables,  except  as  restricted,  as  to  certain  countries  and 
districts,  by  special  quarantines  and  other  orders,  and  of  plants  or  portions  of 
plants  used  as  packing  material  in  connection  with  shipments  of  such  fruits 
and  vegetables  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  other  than  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  on  account  of  injurious  insects,  including  fruitflies  and  melonflies 
(Trypetidae).  Includes  and  supersedes  Quarantine  No.  49  on  account  of  the 
citrus  blackfly. 

'  Flag  smut. — Quarantine  No.  59,  effective  February  1,  1926 :  Forbids  the  impor- 
tation of  all  species  and  varieties  of  wheat  {Triticwn  spp.)  and  wheat  products, 
unless  so  milled  or  so  processed  as  to  have  destroyed  all  flag-smut  spores,  from 
India,  Japan,  China,  Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Italy,  and  Spain. 

Packing  materials. — Quarantine  No.  69,  effective  July  1,  1933,  as  amended, 
effective  July  1,  1933 :  Forbids  the  entry  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities 
of  the  following  materials  when  used  as  packing  for  other  commodities,  except 
in  special  cases  where  preparation,  processing,  or  manufacture  are  judged  by 
an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  have  eliminated 
risk  of  carrying  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  :  Rice  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff ; 
cotton  and  cotton  products ;  sugarcane,  including  bagasse ;  bamboo  leaves  and 
small  shoots ;  leaves  of  plants ;  forest  litter ;  and  soil  containing  an  appreciable 
admixture  of  vegetable  matter  not  therein  provided  for  by  regulation.  All  parts 
of  corn  and  allied  plants  are  likewise  prohibited  except  from  Mexico  and  the 
countries  of  Central  America,  the  West  Indies,  and  South  America.  This  quar- 
antine also  brings  under  restriction,  involving  inspection  at  will  by  the  Depart- 
ment but  requiring  no  permit  or  certificate,  the  following  when  used  as  packing : 
Cereal  straw,  chaff,  and  hulls  (other  than  rice)  ;  corn  and  allied  plants  from 
Mexico,  Central  America,  the  West  Indies,  and  South  America;  willow  twigs 
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from  Europe ;  grasses,  hay,  and  similar  dried  plant  mixtures  from  all  countries ; 
and  authorized  soil-packing  materials  from  all  countries.  This  quarantine  does 
not  cover  such  widely  used  packing  materials  as  excelsior,  paper,  sawdust,  ground 
cork,  charcoal,  and  various  other  materials  which,  because  of  their  nature  or 
process  of  manufacture,  are  unlikely  to  transport  plant  parasites. 

Dutch  elm  (1isc(if<c. — Quarantine  No.  70,  revised,  effective  January  1,  1935: 
Forbids  tlio  importation  from  Europe,  on  account  of  a  disease  due  to  the  fungus 
GrapJtiuni  ill  mi,  of  seeds,  leaves,  plants,  cuttings,  and  scions  of  elm  or  related 
plants,  delined  to  include  all  species  and  genera  of  the  family  Ulmaceae;  logs  of 
elm  and  related  plants ;  lumber,  timber,  or  veneer  of  such  plants  if  bark  is  present 
on  them;  and  crates,  boxes,  barrels,  packing  cases,  and  other  containers,  and 
other  articles  niannr.ict ui  t^l  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  wood  of  elm  or  related 
plants  if  not  free  from  bark. 

Coffee. — Quarantine  No.  73,  effective  April  1,  1940:  Prohibits  the  importation 
into  Puerto  Rico  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  (1)  the  seed  or 
beans  of  coffee  which,  previous  to  importation,  have  not  been  roasted  to  a  degree 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  will 
have  destroyed  coffee  borers  in  all  stages,  (2)  coffee  berries  or  fruits,  and 
(3)  coffee  plants  and  leaves,  on  account  of  an  injurious  coffee  insect  known  as  the 
coffee  berry  borer  {Stcphanoderes  [co /y'eae  Hgdn.]  liampeiY^vv.)  and  an  injurious 
rust  disease  due  to  the  fungus  Hemileia  vastatrix  B.  and  Br.  Provision  is  made 
for  importations  of  samples  of  unroasted  coffee  seeds  or  beans  and  for  shipments 
of  unroasted  coffee  seeds  or  beans  in  transit  to  destinations  other  than  Puerto 
Rico. 

OTHER  RESTRICTIVE  ORDERS 

The  regulation  of  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  from  foreign  countries  into  the 
United  States  was  specifically  provided  for  in  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act.  The 
act  further  provides  for  the  similar  regulation  of  any  other  class  of  plants  or 
plant  products  when  the  need  therefor  shall  be  determined.  The  entry  of  the 
plants  and  plant  products  listed  below  has  been  brought  under  such  regulation. 

Nursei^y  stock. — The  conditions  governing  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  and  seeds  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  are  indicated  above 
under  "Foreign  plant  quarantines."    (See  Quarantine  No.  37.) 

Potatoes. — The  order  of  December  22,  1913,  and  the  regulations  issued  there- 
under, revised,  effective  March  1,  1922,  and  amended,  effective  April  15,  1944, 
restrict  the  importation  of  potatoes  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  except 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  Bermuda,  on  account  of  injurious  potato  diseases 
and  insect  pests.  The  importation  of  potatoes  is  now  authorized  from  Bermuda, 
Canada,  Cuba,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Estonia.  Latvia,  Spain  (including  the 
Canary  Islands),  and  the  States  of  Chiapas,  Guanajuato,  Jalisco,  Queretaro, 
San  Luis  Potosi,  Sonora,  and  Tamaulipas,  and  the  northern  territory  of  Baja 
California,  Mexico. 

Cotton  and  cotton  ivrappings. — The  order  of  April  27,  1915,  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  issued  thereunder,  revised  effective  February  24,  1923,  amended 
effective  December  11,  1937,  July  1,  1938,  and  February  2,  1945,  restrict  the  impor- 
tation of  cotton  and  cotton  wrappings  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on 
account  of  injurious  insects,  including  the  pink  bollworm. 

Cottonseed  products. — The  two  orders  of  June  23,  1917,  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations issued  thereunder,  effective  July  16,  1917,  amended,  effective  August  7, 
1925,  restrict  the  importation  of  cottonseed  cake  and  meal  and  all  other  cotton- 
seed products  except  oil  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  and  the  impor- 
tation of  cottonseed  oil  from  Mexico,  on  account  of  injurious  insects,  including 
the  pink  bollworm:  Provided,  That  these  commodities  which  originate  in  and 
are  shipped  directly  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  Baja  California,  Mexico,  may 
enter  without  restriction. 

Plant  safeguard  regulations. — These  rules  and  regulations,  revised,  effective 
December  1,  1932,  provide  safeguards  for  the  landing  or  unloading  for  trans- 
shipment and  exportation  and  for  transportation  and  exportation  in  bond  of 
restricted  or  prohibited  plants  and  plant  products  when  it  is  determined  that 
such  entry  can  be  made  without  involving  risk  to  the  plant  cultures  of  the 
United  States  and  also  provide  for  the  safeguarding  of  such  plant  material  at  a 
port  or  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  United  States  where  entry  or  landing 
is  not  intended  or  where  entry  has  been  refused. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  the  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products 
into  and  out  of  the  District  of  Columbia. — These  rules  and  regulations,  revised 
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efeective  April  30,  1938,  are  promulgated  under  the  amendment  to  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  May  31,  1920.  They  provide  for  the  regulation  of  the  move- 
ment of  plants  and  plant  products,  including  nursery  stock,  from  or  into  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  for  the  control  of  injurious  plant  diseases  and  insect 
pests  within  the  said  District. 

MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS 

Mexican  lorder  regulations. — These  regulations,  effective  September  8,  1942, 
were  promulgated  under  the  act  approved  January  31,  1942,  entitled,  "To  provide 
for  regulating,  inspecting,  cleaning,  and,  when  necessary,  disinfecting  railway 
cars,  other  vehicles,  and  other  materials  entering  the  United  States  from  Mexico" 
(Public  Law  426,  77th  Congress),  and  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  pro- 
hibiting the  movement  of  cotton  and  cottonseed  from  Mexico  into  the  United 
States  and  governing  the  entry  into  the  United  States  of  railway  cars  and 
other  vehicles,  freight,  express,  baggage,  or  other  materials  from  Mexico  at 
border  points,  promulgated  June  23,  1917,  and  amended  effective  January  29, 
1920.  They  are  designed  to  prevent  the  entry  of  the  pink  boUworm  of  cotton, 
which  is  known  to  exist  widely  in  Mexico.  They  provide  for  the  examination 
of  passengers'  baggage,  for  the  disinfection  of  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles, 
freight,  express,  and  other  shipments,  and  for  the  cleaning  of  domestic  cars 
handling  Mexican  freight.  All  fees  collected  for  disinfecting  railway  cars  and 
other  vehicles  are  deposited  in  the  United  States  Treasury  as  miscellaneous 
receipts. 

The  inspectors  concerned  in  the  enforcement  of  these  regulations  at  border 
points  are  charged  also  with  enforcement  of  restrictions  on  the  entry  of  plants 
and  plant  products  under  various  foreign  plant  quarantines. 

Regulations  governing  sanitary  export  certification. — These  regulations,  revised 
effective  July  1,  1945,  were  promulgated  pursuant  to  authority  granted  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  Organic  Act  of  1944,  approved  September  21,  1944 
(58  Stat.  724).  They  provide  for  the  inspection  and  certification  of  domestic 
plants  and  plant  products  intended  for  export  to  countries  requiring  such  certifi- 
cation. All  fees  collected  for  this  service  are  deposited  in  the  United  States 
Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 


PENALTIES  IMPOSED  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  PLANT 
QUARANTINE  ACT 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  Bureau  during  the  period  October  1  to 
December  31,  1945,  penalties  have  recently  been  imposed  by  the  proper  authorities 
for  violations  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  as  follows  :
